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“In spite of the contention that |i 


the alleged British recognition of 
the validity of Japan’s protest 
against the Fakumen railway will 
entail the cancelling of the scheme, 
the question is of sufficient im- 
portance in its bearing upon the 
general position in Manchuria to 
call for a recapitulation of the 
facts and the arguments on both 
sides of the case, By the Treaty 
of Portsmouth (September 1905) 
Japan acquired from Russia the 
latter’s rights over the Manchurian 
Railway to the South of Kuan- 
chengtze, and in the Convention 
subsequently made (December 17) 
between Baron Komura and the 
Chinese Government China tacitly 
recognized Japan's reversionary 
railway rights in South Manchuria. 
Moreover, in addition to the pub- 
lished Convention, it appears that 
certain supplementary Articles were 
agreed to, formally recorded, and 
exchanged in the form of official 
minutes, during the course of the 
negotiations—Articles which, the 
Japanese aver, were withheld from 
publication at the request of the 
Chinese Plenipotentiaries. By one 
of these supplementary clauses, 
China undertook, for ‘the pro- 
tection of the interests of the South 
Manchuria Railway,” not to con- 
struct any main line in the neigh- 
bourhood of that Railway and 
parallel thereto, or any branch 
line prejudicial to its interests. 
It is upon the strength of this 
prohibitory clause that the Japan- 
ese Government objects to the 
present proposal of the Chinese to 
extend their Northern Railway 
system northwards from Hsinmin- 
tan to Fakumen, and has intimated 
its intention of preventing the work 
by forcible measures, if necessary. 





In the meanwhile the Government 
of Manchuria has entered into pre- 
liminary agreements with British 
railway contractors and capitalists 
for the construction and financing 
of the proposed fifty-mile section to 
Fakumon. The position is, there- 
fore, one of peculiar interest and 
delicacy. 

Now, to expect any nation, after 
a victorious war, to practise self- 
denial at the expense of its more 
interests, is to credit 
in the mass with a form 
of altruism hitherto unassociated 
with politics. National policies are 
guided by expediency and oppor- 
tunity, rather than by conscientious 
scruples. In determining Japan's 
line of action, and whatever assur- 
ances she may have given to the 
world before and during the late 
war, we are justified in assuming 
that her interpretation of equal 
opportunities and the open door in 
South Manchuria will continue to 
bedictated more by her own necessi- 
ties and opportunities than by ap- 
preciation of our self-denying or- 
dinance or Treaties. The supple- 
mentary clause of the Manchurian 
Convention to which we have 
referred is, in effect, a specific 
repudiation of the open door ; it 
establishes for Japan in that region 
a sphere of political and economic 
influence as exclusive as that which 
Russia exercised prior to 1904. 
The avowed object of the 
clause is to protect the economic 
interests of the Japanese railway : 
its real object, however, is evidently 
political and strategical, and its 
self-evident importance from this 
standpoint is sufficient to eliminate 
such minor considerations as recog- 
nition of China’s sovereignty or 
the treaty rights of other nations. 
And in this instance the tortuous 
methods of Chinese diplomacy have 
defeated their own ends, for there is 
no denying that the Japanese have 
good cause for complaint, in that 
China’s proposal to extend theNorth- 
ern Railways should not have been 
discussed, in the first place, if only 
as a matter of neighbourly courtesy 
and precaution, with the Japanese 
Government. » Had this been done,

Berlin, February 12, 

Herr von Schoen, the Secretary of 
the Foreign Office, has declared, in 
addressing the budget committee of the 
Reichstag, that there is no intention in 
the agreement about the Baltic to make 
it = mare clavsum.

STUDENTS IN 


ENGLAND. 
February 17. 


Ir is three months since we 
called attention to the formation of 
a committee for the furtherance 
of the education of Chinese 
students in England, and we are 

lad to be able to record the fact 
Fiat no time bas been lest by that 
body in setting to work. The key- 
note of the undertaking, as the 
Committee points out, was to en- 
courage by responsive action in 
Great Britain the growing desire 
evinced by literary and commercial 
classes in China to send their sons 
abroad for education in foreign 
schools, universities and technical 
institutions. Owing to lack of 
accurate knowledge regarding 
the facilities that could be obtained 
for the education of Chinese, and 
owing to uncertainty as to the cost, 
of such education and the absence 
of definite information as to the 
rovision of suitable schools and 

mes, the number of Chinese 
stadents proceeding to Eng- 
land has been considerably less 
than that of those who have 
been sent to countries where in- 
formation on these and_ similar’ 
points was available. What was 
Fegaired, therefore, was practical 
assistance to intending students 
in making them conversant with 
conditions prevailing in England, 
and this has already been afforded 
in some measure by the first report 
issued under the auspices of the 
new committee. The document 
gives in tabulated form the ap- 
proximate cost of educating Chin- 
ese in England in various depart- 
ments of study, including the 
medical, legal and engineering 
professions, schools and universities, 
railways, engineering works and 
shipbuilding yards. In each case 
the duration of the course is given, 
while the approximate cost is 
divided under two headings, educa~ 
tional fees and board and personal 
expenses. From this table it is 
to be inferred that the minimum 
estimate for the annual expenses of 
‘a student is from £190 to £200, but 
we notice that a writer in the cur- 
rent number of “ The World’s Chi 
nese Students’ Journal ” is inclined 
to place the figure a little lower. 
‘The Committee recommends that no 
student should be sent to England 
without at least an elementary 
knowledge of the English lan; 

and itis prepared to insist that no 
sectarian teaching shall be imposed 
upon stadents against the expressed 
wishes of their parents or guar~; 





dians. Further, a register of insti- 
tutions prepared to accept Chinese 
youths has been compiled, as well as 
a list of families, private tutors 
and boarding establishments willing 
to receive them and to arrange for 
their board, lodging or instruction. 

It remains for the practical work 
and the sound intentions of the 
Committge to be made as widely 
known as possible throughout, 


China. With this end in view the]. 


co-operation of the Shanghai and 
Tientsin Branches of the China 
Association has been invited, and 
itis to be hoped that every insti- 
tution and individual in position 
todo so will assist in furthering 
the object of the Committee. The 
benefits to be derived from the 
scheme are, frankly, on both sides. 
For the Chinese Western education 
in a Western land has many ad- 
vantages over the best tuition on 
Western lines in their own coun- 
try ; in England they will find such 

lncation as efficient and practical 
as elsewhere, and probably cheaper. 
On the other hand our commercial 
interests should benefit from the 
spread in China of first hand 
knowledge of British methods and 
material. Our Chinese friends are’ 
too great admirers of a quid pro quo 
to feel disappointment that our 
solicitude in this respect is not 
unimpeachably altruistic ; and they 
will be ready enough to recognize 
that they stand to gain more than 
they are called upon to give. The 
work of familiarizing Great Britain 
and the Empire fo the Chinese has, 
simultaneously with the efforts of 
the London Committee, received 
promised impetus from an un- 
expected quarter. Messrs. Thomas. 
Cook and Sons have turned their 
attention to China and through the 
medium of the .Chinese Press 
announce that they are about to 
institute round-the-world tours for 
Chinese. The first of these 
journeys is to start in April from 
Hongkong ; thence vid Canada to 
England, retarning by the Con- 
tinent and Egypt. They are de- 
signed Lor purposes of education as 
well as of mero sight-seeing. 
Special attention will be paid to 
industrial centres and visits will be 
made to the principal factories in 
these towns. The cost of the five 
and a half months’ tour is to be 
£350. For Chinese-who under- 
take such a trip knowledge of a 
foreign language will not be neces- 
sary, and it would be difficult to 
conceive any more potently instruc- 
tive agency for the bulk of the 
wealthy classes whose lot being 
cast in provinces off the beaten 
track has prevented them from 
travelling much, even in their own 
empire.

The example thus sot by Great 
Britain in placing facilities before 
China to enable her to adapt her- 
self to modern conditions is likely 
to find numerous imitators. Already 
in President's Roosevelt's annual 
message to Congress we note that 
a paragraph is devoted to the sub- 
ject, “This nation,” he says, “should 
help in every practicable way in the 
education of the Chinese people. 

One way of doing this is by 
promoting the coming of Chinese 
students to this country and making 
it attractive to them to take courses 
at our universities and higher 
¢ducational institutions.” The Ger- 
man Government on the other 
hand favours the establishment of 
a German training college in Kino- 
chou, in order that German in- 
fluence may be spread simultan- 
eously with the German language. 
Whether the refusal of the 
Reichstag to vote the appropriation 
of 375,000 marks for this purpose 
will divert the Government from 
its scheme remains to be soon; 
but it is more than probable that 
the latter will refuse to lose sight 
of the object it bas in view. Com- 

tition among foreign countries, 

jowever, will be the more advant- 

ageous for China, and she may be 
expected to benefit by it, if there 
is trath in the remarks of the 
writer in the Journal already 
referred to ;—“In _students, 
especially those educated in foreign 
countries, lies the salvation of our 
great empire ; this is a view shared 
by not a few among our country- 
men.”

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BRITAIN’S 
SEA-POWER. 
February 20. 

‘Tux recent action of forty Liberal 
members of Parliament in passing 
a resolution of protest against a 
reduction of the naval estimates is 
vot an isolated instance of the con- 
cern that the force of circumstances 
has aroused in. more watchful 
quarters regarding our present 
position at sea. History affords 
8 sufficient number of instances of 
the fate that has overtaken nations 
at a moment when pride of position 
has led to the complacent belief 
danger has been finally elim- 
inated. The past year has been 
peculiarly prolific in the settlement 
of Great Britain’s international 
difficulties, and there is a natural 
tendency to allow the immediate 
future to take care of itself in the 
assurance that our position is safe 
for an indefinite number of yearé 
But simaltaneously with the satis 
factory adjustment of diplomatic 
questions there arises a more rapid 
change in the conditions of sea- 
power than at any previous moment 
in our own or another nati 
history ; such a fact is of more vital 
concern to our Empire than the 
ratification of any number of ententes 
or Agreements. We have achieved 
the position of the greatest naval 
Poweg in the world and it is an 
axiom that we wish to keep it. The 
necessities of our existence, our 
immense import trade and our vast 
dominions, one and all spell com- 
plete and inalienable dependence 
in all respects upon the sea. Our 
position, however, to-day shows 
signs of being seriously threatened, 
and the problem confronting Great 
Britain is whether the nation will 
awaken to a full realization of its 
jeopardy, before it is too late. The 
two-Power standard at sea which 
we have accepted as the minimum 
basis of our naval supremacy will, 
‘unless we understand the situation 
in time, rapidly become a lost ideal. 
‘A noteworthy increase in the naval 
expenditure and armaments of the 
United States will follow the cruise 
of the Pacific Fleet; but the real 
fight for existence is forced upon 
us by Germany, and it is across the 
North Sea that attention should be 
riveted. The last remnants of 
Teatophobia were eliminated from 
Great Britain by the Emperor’s 
visit ; the silent struggle, therefore, 
that is to decide the relative position 
of the two countries at sea indicates 
merely the normal evolution of 
powerful nationalities, devoid, hap- 
pily, of personal animosity. 

Elsewhere in this issue we publish

For 
the moment we are not concerned 
with the internal organization of 
the navy ; nor is it contended that 
hitherto our naval programme has’ 
not kept pace with the country’s 
requirements. The change in the 
conditions of sea-power is of quite 
recent growth, although the shadow 
of current events has long been 
visible, and our concern should be 
for the future alone. 

What, then, is to be the attitude 
of the country towards the pros- 
pect of an annual naval vote of 
From £40,000,000 to £50,000,0007 
We all know that there can be 
only one answer, but it is essential 
that the answer should be given 
at once unequivocally, and not be 
wrung from the nation in the face 
of more imminent danger than 


obtains to-day. The problem, how-| 


ever, constitutes a sufficient tax upon 
the resources of even a rich nation 
that numbers only 44,009,000 
souls, and it may well give rise to 
4 discussion upon the practicability 
of bringing in the 13,000,000 ad- 
litional Britons overseas, whose 
revenue-producing power is pro- 
portionately greater than ths home 
country’s, to share this farther bar- 
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den. As in 1900 these “ younger 
nations” did not hesitate to 
contribute men’s lives when the 
common interests of the Empire 
required the sacrifice, so to-day it 
is not to be supposed thet they 
will hesitate to contribute revenue, 
if only they can. be brought to 
realize that the sacrifice is as neces~ 
sary as the former one of eight 
years ago. Unfortunately, we are 
slow as a race to appreciate the 
imminence of danger, and the warn- 
ings that are now being raised at 
home are likely to be attributed 
to the lucubrations of alarmists, 
Nevertheless, they should be persist- 
ed in, until’ their very repetition 
forces those who are now sceptical, 
to investigate for themselves the 
conditions of sea-power as thi 
stand to-day. Reflexion without 
prejudice can lead to but one con- 
clusion.

It 
is not yet announced whether the Anti- 
Opium League in China, in return for 
the support of the Member for Notting- 
ham East and others, will memorialize 
the Home Secretary to introduce total 
prohibition in Nottinghamshire. 





























NAVIGATION ON 
THE UPPER YANGTZE. 


In spite of the belief of the Earl of 
Ronaldshay and others that steam 
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navigation on the Upper Yangtze is 
rrical, an attempt is about to be 
made to demonstrate its feasibility. 
The Syndicat Franco-Anglais du 
Yangtze, comprising some of the most 
powerful capitalists of Paris and Lon- 
don, bas been formed with this object 
in view. The Syndicate bases its claim 
to begin operations on the fifth clause 
of the Mackay Treaty, which provides 
that between Ichang and Chungking 
“until improvements can be carried out, 
‘steamship owners shall be allowed, sab- 
ject to approval by the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs, to erect at their own 
expense appliances for haaling through 
the rapids.” The Chinese Government 
bas been notified thatthe Syndicate 
intends to establish regalar steamship 
communication between Chungking and 
Ichang, and favourable reports on the 
proposed system have been received from 
the various Customs authorities. It is 
‘undervtood that the required regalations 
have already been drawn up, and only 
the sanction of the Waiwupu is re- 
quired before the work can begin. 
The Syndicate intends to build special 
rapid-boats, worked by cable stations 
at each rap’? A powerful tug of 
special design, with a number of barges 
jn tow, would then be able to go direct 
‘from Ichang to Chungking, being taken 
across each of the rapids by one of the 
rapid-boats, At the same time, to 
cotply with the terms of the Mackay 
treaty, the rapid-boats would be at the 
service of ascending and descending 
junks, and it is claimed that the proposed 
system would render navigation speedy 
and safe at any time of the year, and 
whatever be the condition of the rapids. 
It is intended to establish a weekly | be 
service each way, and the trip is expect- 
ed to occupy ten days up and five down. 
The whole project has been carefully 
worked out by expert engineers, who 
have sarveyed the river for the purpose. 
At first it is intended to make « trial 
‘with one boat only, and the cost of this 
‘experiment, which will amount to about 
‘240,01 000, will be borne by the Syndicate. 
Messrs Yarrow and Co., whose 
torpedo-boats and shallow-draft steamers 
are world-famous, have undertaken to 
baild the tugs and the rapid-boats, 
This firm has built boats on a similar 
principle for other difficult rivers, and 
at present its craft are successfully 
negotiating the Upper Rhone and the 
Tron Gates of the Danube.

deserves none, for in contradistinction 
to the usual effect of history on 
blackened characters the march of time 
has only served to paint his in yet 
deeper colours. His destractiveness 





was proverbial even before the exist- 





the annals of Hamlyn achieved 
notoriety. Later research connects him 
not only in his masses with the spread 
of plague and trichinosis, bat in- 
dividually h the dissemination of 
typhoid fever, ptomaine poisoning and 
various other ailments. And here, 
indeed, even if we are impervious to the 
scare of a possible epidemic, we must 
to the subtle danger of this 
poison-spreader stalking about amongst 
us. But if disease has no terrors for 
the strong-nerved resident, he will at 
least appreciate another sphere of 
activity attributable to the rat, that of 
arson; by nibbling the insulating material 
on cl electric wires and so 
short-cireuiting them, mus rattus has 
probably made himself liable times in- 
numerable to be handed over to the 
native sathorities for offences far too 
heinous to be dealt with adequately in 
the Mixed Court. The thought is 
sufficiently alarming to » community 
already overtaxed with » frequency of 
fires midst to make it pause to 
consider whether a campaign against 
rats ought not to be inaugurated in 
Shanghai on the lines of the recently 
formed National Society for the Exter- 
mination of Rats and other Vermin in 
England. An expert has decided that 
there are more rats in Great Britain 
than men, women and children ; 
other words, some forty millions, and 
that each rat costs the community » 
farthing a day for its board. A pair 
of rats, it must be remembered, may be 
blessed with 800 descendants at the 
end of twelve months. Assurelly in 
‘Shanghai, like the brains of the com- 
munity, there are far more of them to 
the square inch than anywhere else, and 
unfortunately we cannot claim the 
from plague that Great 
britain does.

THE LITHOOW IRON WORKS. 

An interesting book might be writ- 
tei giving the history of Australian 
trade disputes, fortunes lost and gained 
amongst the mines, of desperate and 
heroic fights against misfortune and 
failure in carrying out commercial en- 
terprises. 

Amongst the latter the history of the 
Lithgow Iron Works would deserve a 
prominent place. Mr. W. Sandford 
came to Australia in 1883 as represent- 
ative of the Engineering Company of 
John Lysaght Ld., and helped to 
establish that company's wire netting 
works cn the Paramatta River. Be- 
lieving that there was a great futire for 
the iron industry in Australia he early 
advised Mr. Lysaght to start works at 
Lithgow, pointing out what a splendid 
centre it might become with xo much 
raw material for making iron and 
steel close at hand. Mr. Lyxaght, 
however, did not care t» roo the 
tisk. Mr. Sandford then resigned 
‘and securing a lense of /— the 
Mittagong works and a little later of 
the Eskbank or Lithgow works started 
business on his own account. He soon 
met with success and finding Lithgow 
the better centre yave up Mittagong 
and concentrated his energy upon the 
Iron works at the foot of the famous 
Zig-zag. In 1886 he took over the 
works with such plant as there was and 
some years later bought the work, 
eatate, and colliery. 

A sheet mill was opened in 1894 
‘and for some seven years prior to that 
he had paid wages amouiting to 
£02,866 and for railway freight 
£14,956. The first steel farnace was

pat np in 1900 and the first oast of [Te 


‘steel was, 1 believe, made in Australia 
by Mr. Sundford’s youngest son, Esk. 
The works developed rapidly. A 
thousand skilled hands found ample and 
remunerative employment, a Go 
ment contract to supply the State with 
pig iron for seven years was secured. Blast 
farnaces were erected, under the superin- 
tendence of # specially imported expert. 
Furnace and plant of the latest pattern 
were installed. Fine Inildings devoted 
to the making of steel were opened 
with great <elat ouly a few months 
ago. Prople looked forward, and not 
without good reason, to Lithgow 
becoming the Birmingham of Anstralia. 
Thon the tide hegan to turn. The 
able promoter of so much enterprise 
found ruin staring him in the face. 
The Government contract, the securing 
of wi seemed to afford matter only 
for congratulation, proved to be the 
indirect cause of his downfall. He had 
the cost of excavating. He had to 
meet new duties on machinery and 
other things and he found his expenses 
nearly doubling his estimates. “He had 
for instance to pay £7,000 duty on 
machinery, plant, bricks, which were 
free when bis estimate was made, The 
Commercial Bauk had ¢ome to his 
aid, but he soon unable to 
meet his liabilities.

In vitiw of the natibnal im- 
portsince of the works the Premier, Mr. 
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‘Wade, inade a telling speéch ‘proposing 
to advance £70,000 to Mr. Sandford. 
‘The Bank had, however, taken posses- 
sion and refused to socépt. the terms 
offered by the Government. Fortunately 
‘one of the leadiog Australian engineer- 
ing firms, namely that of G. & C. 
Hoskins, La. expressed ‘their willing- 
ness to take over the works, atid fiaving 
made satisfactory arrangements with 
the Bank, are entering into possession 
with as little delay as possible. All 
Mr. Sandford’s liabilities have been 
accepted and the Government contract, 
with an extension of time, taken on and 
most of the old hands promised reém- 
ployment. Mach to the satisfaction 
‘of the public generally and of the 
late Proprietor and Lithgow 
workers in particular, G. & C. 
Hoskins, La. have generously _ re- 
cognized the splendid pioneer efforts 
of Mr. Sandford, by paying him 
the sam of £50,000, £10,000 in 
cash at once and ten yearly: payments 
of £4,000 withont interest. The works 
liave already been closed down nearly 
‘a month and as this means a loss of 
‘about £1500 per week in wages alone 
it can be readily understood what a 
very serious loss it has been to the 
little town of Lithgow. 

It is confidently hoped that the legal 
formalities will be completed by New 
Year's Day and that the works will soon 
be in fall swing once more.

ATTEMPTED MURDER. 

‘A profound sensation was created in 
‘aleucta, at the news at Christmas 
time of the attempted assassination of 
Mr. B.C. Allen 1.. c. s., Magistrate of 
Dacca. It will be remembered that 
Dacea is the capital of the new province 
of Eastern Bengal and Assam. Mr. 
Allen had left the station on his way 
to Bombay, as he was going on far- 
Iungh, and was shot on the Goalundo 
platform whilst awaiting the train, at 
about nine o'clock at night on Decom- 
ber 23. ‘The mysterious part of the 
affair in that the shote wore fired on a 
platorm crowded with passengers, -and 
Jyet the sesadsins oscdped; two native 
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officials, who were talking to Mr. Allen 
at the time he was shot, are the only 
ones who did anything ; one of them 
helped to carry him into the train, the 
other pursued the assailants, but being 
fired at, he paused and the men escaped 
in the darkness. It is said there are 
three of them, a man and two lads, 
like students. 

‘Mrs. Allea was at Bankipur awaiting 
her busband’s arrival; he was to join 
here there and take her on to Bombay. 
No motive for the outrage is at 
Present forthcoming, nor have any 
‘arrests been made. The news 
papers are generally of opinion that 
politics are at the bottom of the affair. 
The Government speedily offered a 
reward of Rs. 5,000 for the arrest of 
the criminals; this has since been raised, 
but as yet with uo resalt. Mr. Allen 
lies in a serious condition. The ex- 
uses offered for the police ‘are weak. 
[At first it was supposed that none were 
present : it is now said they were at 
Goalundo station that night as usual, 
but as the night was s foggy one, the 
police mistook the sound of the two 
pistol shots fired in rapid successions 
for fog signals. 

‘THE LUDHIANA COLLISION. 

Farther gloom fell on the festive 
season on rumours spreading of a ter- 
rible railway accident on the North 
Western Railway, near Ladhis The 
has gone forth that railway: 
not to give information 
about accidents to anxious inquirers, 
no matter how urgent may be their: 
demands. All are referred to the’ 
Railway Board ; anxious friends for- 
ward their inquiries and await the 
clearing up of affairs by a speedy reply 
from the source of knowledge. On 
this occasion the oracle was silent for 
neatly a week before its utterances were 
published. In the mean time the 
agony of various persons with travel- 
ling friends can be better imagined 
than described. The reality, twenty 
persons dead and seven wounded, is bad 
enough, but came as a relief after the 
rumours, for the magnitude of which it 
is assumed the railwaf authorities are 
responsible. In any case they remained 
uncontradicted too long. 

PEARLS AND THE FINANCIAL CRISIS, 

‘American finance has curiously affect- 
ed the trade of Bombay. It is here 
that the pearls of the past season 
‘are finally collected by the jewel mer- 
chants, and for the most part are sent 
to Paris and are parchased there chiefly 
by Americon millionaires. The mil- 
lionaires have no cash to spare for such 
frivolities just now ; as it is, pearls in 
Paris are selling at a third of the 
usnal price, and jewellers have can- 
celled all their orders for further con- 
signments from Bombay. The pearls 
‘and mother-o’ pearl of the past year 
were not too plentiful and were con- 
sidered specially good, hence the pearl 
fishing conipanies received good prices, 
but the middlemen are now left lament- 
ing.

‘The fourteenth ordinary general meet- 
ing of the Lanu Kung Mow Cotton Spin- 
ning and Weaving Co., Ld., was held at 
No. 22 Kiangse Road on Tuesday, Jan- 
18. Mr. F. Anderson presided, and 
there were also present Messrs. E. C. 
Pearce, C. Michelau, J. M. Young and 
Chung Liang-yn ‘(Directors), Mr. 
Crawford D. Kerr (Secretary), Messrs. 
A. Murphine, R. H. Parker, H. J. 
Clark, Ping Er, F. W. Sutterle, W. C. 
Murray, J. H. Teesdale, R. H. Moor- 
head, P. Crighton and J. Spunt. The 
number of shares represented was 4,869. 

The Secretary read thie notice con- 
vening the meeting. 

The Chairman said:—The Report 
‘and Accounts have been in your hands 
for some time and with your permission 
we will take them as read. The Board 
regrets that the accounts are not more 
favourable, but as you are probably all 
aware last year was one of great and 
general depression of trade in China 
‘and cotton spinning was no exception 
to the general rule. This was partly 
‘owing to the high exchange and partly 
owing to bad trade. The general level 
‘of prices obtained for yarn during the 
year was a low one, whilst on the 
‘other hand owing to the poor cotton 
the average price of cotton was 
high. Owing to these circumstances 
it’ was with difficulty during the 
greater part of the year that we could 
make two ends meet and get our own 
money back ; indeed up to the end of 
September the result of our working 
showed a small debit balance. Towards 
‘the end of the year, however, trade 


























improved somewhat and we were able 
to come out at the end of the year with 
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‘a small balance on the right side— 
about Tle. 6,700. This balance woulp 


have been about double had it not been 
for the death of an old constituent of 
the mill who had deslt with us many 
years, but whose estate unfortunately 
‘proved to be insolvent on his death and 
‘the yarn which he bought had to be re- 
sold at o loss, and this materially, 
reduced the credit balance at 
the end of the year. The local 
business for yarn throughout the year 
was rather disappointing, indeed it has 
been disappointing for several years 
back—ever ‘the Russo-Japanese 
War. Formerly the bulk of our yarn 
was sold locally for the manufacture of 
native goods which were exported to 
Manchoris, but for some time back 
‘trade in that market has been under a 
iti 








waiting patiently 





in the hope that the impediments which 
have been made will be removed and 
that trade will partially at least return 
to its former channels. Under the 
circumstances it has been necessary for 
‘us to push the sale of yarn in other 
markets where we came into direct 
‘competition with Indian and Japanese 
yarn. In that direct competition 
We are unfavourably situated inasmuch 
‘as we have to pay heavy likin taxation 
op our raw material and in addition 
excise on our manufactured yarn, 
whereas Indian and American cotton is 
procurable by our competitors in India 
and Japan duty free. It is really 
astonishing how very short-sighted the 
authorities in China are to the advan- 
tages to be gained from fostering in- 
dustrial development. The duty which 
we pay onour yarn added to the excite on 
cotton is a very much heavier charge than 

to pay in their 
import duty. e again made 
representations on this subject to the 
Imperial Maritime Customs and also 
to the local authorities, but £0 
for all our appeals have been in vain 
and we can only hope that as time goes 
on the authorities will take a more 
enlightened view of the question and 
when they do so local industry will 
benefit by the change. We have not 
asked in these representations for en- 
tire freedom from taxation, but what 
we have asked, and what I think was a 
reasonable thing to ask,. was that the 
taxation—likin tax paid on the 
raw material should be taken into con- 
sideration in giving us a rebate for the 
taxation of yarn. If the authorities 

















would meet us to that extent it would 
materially assist cotton spinning in 
China, 

Since the date of our last accounts the 
unissued sbares of the mill have been 
placed on the market and subscribed for 
at par and the additional capital thereby 
obtained has materially strengthened 
the financial condition of the mill. If 

oa pass the report and accounts now 
in your hands the depreciation reco.u- 
mended therein will be, with what has 
been written off before, the full depre- 
ciation from the starting of the mill 
until the present time, and all this 
depreciation has been paid for out of 
earnings. During the year the re- 
flooring of the cording-room has been 
completed ; we have re-floored it with 
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tolid concrete. Ithas been a work of con- 
siderable difficalty and has taken three 
years tocarry ont. The total expendi- 
tare involved was Tis. 11,000 and that, 
amount bas been entirely defrayed out, 
of the amount set aside for repairs and 
renewals, so that it has been paid for 
ont of the Working Account. Our 
machinery is in excellent order and the 
production of the mill was never in bet- 
ter order than at the present time. Al- 
though trade opened quietly during the 
first part of the year we have been able 
to sell our production ahead to the end 
of March at prices which are more satis- 
factory than those which obtained last 
year. From the small balance available 
after writing off depreciation it must be 
ear to yon that the Directors in re- 
commending payment of no dividend— 
and we as general managers regret that 
fact as part of our remuneration 
for oar management of the mill under 
our agreement is part of the profits—

stock of paper. 

It is only natural that your Directors 
feel quite concerned about the showing 
for 1907, but hope that this state of 
affairs may only be of a temporary 
and that, with the revival of 
nerally we may again show the 
same results we have hitherto done. 

We cannot make good trade whore a 
general stagnation of business exists.

‘the growth of communicants. In 1876 
there were forty-five communicants on 
Easter day 1895, 100 ; last Exster, 
But in 1881 the collection on 
Christmas Day was $1,150 and in 1883 
it amounted to $1,165, showing that in 
the early days the congregation was 
vory liberal. The community had in- 
creaned 00 largely daring the past four 
years, though he doubted whether the 
increase in the British population had 
been proportionately great, that they 
mast expect larger attendances at the 
services.

1.—The Library has been kept open 
daily from 2 p.m. to 9 pan. and the 
numbers of visitors has ranged from 
seven or eight to fifteen or twenty. 
Over $1,300 have been spent in the 
purchase of books and periodicals for the 
Library daring the year. 

‘A catalogue has "\oen propared ater 
much painstaking Iabour by the libra- 
rian Mr. Dzi Ten-ding and his assistant, 
giviog the titles of the books and the 
number of volumes.

But I 
have had valuable assistance from the 
Revs. D, MacGillivray and J. Darroch, 
Taotai Shan Tun-ho, Mr. P. Y. Sy, 
the Anglo-Chinese College, the 
Rev. Yui Koh-tsung. The subjects of 
the lectures have been on current 
affairs and on science and general 
knowledge. 

3.—Subjects for prize essays on 
current affairs and mathematics have 
been set monthly, as in previous years, 
The to these invitations to 
‘essays have ranged in

than 150, according to the nature of 
the subjects given out. The total 
amount of money devoted to prizes for

Tt will perhapa be x matter of in- 
terext to some of your readers, to know 
that one step at least has been taken 
already at Shanghai in the right 
direction. ands were voted by the 
French Municipal Council, last year, 
and a Regnlator, by the great elock- 
maker Dent, of London, han beer 
received and was under observation for 
an one month at the Sicawei 
Observatory. ‘This 12 inch dial clock 
will be fixed near w wiudaw accessible 
to the public, in the new house that will 
‘soon be erected close by the tower now: 
building on the Bund. By Inxt mail, 
‘8 secondary timekeeper wax ordered at 
the same maker's; it is a Sympathetic 
10 inch dial, whi h will beat he 
seconds in aceord with the Regulator, 
by means of an electric current sent: 
every second by the last one: thus 
the correct time will be kept, very 
‘exactly, probably at the French Police 
Station near the Chinese Bund. The 
tlectricann wil eap il it were not 
feat to mnltiply’ soch Sympathetic 
dials in Shanghai, in sympathy with 
your progressive Leader.

Being « “Cockney” myeelf (i.e. having 
been born within the sound of Bow 
Bells, the chimes of which I heard as 
recently as October 25 last) I can 
speak with some confidence. If in 
London, I would challenge Sir John 
Cockburn to deny that in every prin- 
cipal street in the City, there is to be 
seen, in almost every clockmaker's 
window, a chronometer showing “Green- 
wich Mean Time”: neither is it too 
much to hazard that not one in ten of 
the time pieces on leading warehouses, 
churches, clockmakers’ and other shops 
are outside of one minute of correct 
‘time. There is “Big Ben” of West- 
minister—of which Dents, it’s makers, 
are, I believe, under s contract never 
to allow it to vary more than two 
feosate of Greenwich time—absolutely 
reliable, and the clock of St. Paal's 
Cathedral equally accurate. St. Cle 
ment Dane's clock (to which your 
article refers) has been still now for a 
year or more for the simple reason that 
it is past repair, but Sir John should 
state that within a few yards of it is 
another Church clock which I remember 
mm always fairly accurate (I was in 
iness in that neighbourhood for six 
yan) also a fow more feet distant a 
ill more reliable one is to be found in 
the Law Courts’ Clock, an imposing 
instrument which can be seen half way 
down the Strand and Fleet Street. 
London in trath abonnds in clocks all 
surprisingly accurate considering their 
number, not to speak of deflecting 
needles, balls which rise and fall at the 
hour and Chronometers, it being the 
pride of all in the trade to supply to 
pedestrians eatis Greenwich ‘Time for 
the xpot. If, therefore, yone readers 
are’ led to think that’ the Warts 
greatest City is eo imperfectly 
they will find some consol 
fact and refrain from 
improvement. here. 
Inck of information 
the time of day is a very great incon- 
venience and shonld be regarded asa 
serious defect. There shonld unques- 
tionably be more pnblic clocks—and 
reliable—for the erection of which there 
‘are innumerable positions available : the 
want of even such timepieces being 
much too obvions to need emphasizing.

Peking is densely populated and 
whenever there is an increase in the 
value of goods, the poor are greatly 
affected. Recently the price of goods 
has been very much raised owing to 
the dearness of silver and the abundance 
of copper coins. In consequence of 
this, We hereby command the Minis- 
try of Finance to pay Tis. 500,000, in 

jer, to the Governor of Peking, who 
is ordered to select either a government 
or private bank to purchase back copper 
coins with this sum in order to pre- 
vent any further increase in the price of 
silver, and at the sane time tostop allthe 
merchants in Peking from eelling goods 
at an anressonable price. The Minis 
try of Posts and Communications and 
the Superintendents of the Customs 
and Octroi of Peking are also com- 
manded to prohibit the practice of 
bringing in large quantities of copper 
coins. Should any persons be found to 
have minted coins for circalation, 
they will be arrested and panished 
according to law through the Ministry 
lof the Interior, or by the Viceroy of 
Chili province, the Governor of Peking 
or the General Commandant of the 
Gendarmerie. When the price of silver 
comes to the normal standard, the said 
Governor of Peking shall refund the 
Ministry of Finance the sum of Ts.

‘YUAN SHIN-KAI's POLICY. 


Yoan iba till plays an 
important part in Chinese Govern- 
beara affaira and bas more control 
of China’s intercourse with the 
Powers than any of his colleagues. 
It is not surprising, however, to learn 
that HE, Yuan is perpetually between 
two fires; on the one side his two 
senior but incompetent Manchu col- 
leagues ; on the other, (a8 for instance 
in the Chékiang railway loan and the 
West River questions) the people who 
accuse him of being too Pro-foreign. 

‘The policy of H.E. Yuan is gradual- 
ly to reorganize the internal Gov 
ments in Peking and in the various 
Provinces, and to promote friendship 
with the leading countries that 
have inl intereste 
in China. 
railway agreement was an illustration 
of the progress of China's foreign 
relations, As s fact, H.E. Yuan hes 
now been impeached by some tronble- 
some censors for his alleged pro-for- 
eign ideas in connexion with the Soo 
Hang-Ning railway loan dispute, but I 
‘am gind to say that these absurd 
memorials have either been shelved or 
rejected by the Empress-Dowager, who 
is still on his side. 

THE MINISTRY OF WAR. 

Tick Liang is still indisposed 
‘and in view of the importance of 
his duties in the Luchunpn (Minis- 
try.of War), the Throne in-tends 
to appoint ‘General Ying Chang, (tor- 
merly Chinese Minister to Ger- 
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many) to be acting President. General 
Ying was educated in Europe and 
is now Junior Vice-President of 
the same Ministry.

Several attempts were made to save 
property, but tho fire was too fierce. It 
appears that @ native constable on duty 
in the street saw lames at about the 
time that Captain Grayrigge awoke, 
‘and the watchman on the tower, seeing 
the a1 sounded the alarm then. 
‘The Brigade responded with the cus- 
tomary alacrity and in » few minutes 
many streams of water were being 
tarned on to the fire. It burned very 
fiercely, howe ‘and an hour's 
hard work was necessary before the 
outbreak subdued. The fire is 
said to hi rted_in a sample room 
downstairs and four Chinese were asleep 
near by. No explanation can yet be 
given for the outbreak. 

From the lower offices all Messrs. 
Shewan, Tomes & Co's valuable books

& Co. were able to enter the new offices 
without delay. ‘The manper in which the 
Fire Brigade controlled this dangerous 
outbreak was worthy of the highest 
praise. 

THE STEAMER GLAMORGANSHIRE. 

‘At about the same hour, 4.30 
on Sanday morning a fire broke oat on 
board the steamer Glamorganshire 
among the cargo in No. 6 hold. It 
had only made small headway when the 
officer on watch discovered it, and those 
‘on board were able to control it without 











assistance. The Customs float attend-

TIENDONG ROAD. 


At 1.35 a.m. on Sunday a fire broke 
out in a pork shop numbered 662-3 
Tiendong Road. The flames hed a 
‘good hold on the premises and there 
‘was no hope of saving them when the 
Fire Brigade arrived. A strong attempt 
was made by the firemen to prevent the 
flames from spreading to adjoining 
property but Nos. 1559 and 1560 
‘Woosang Road also became involved.

DEATH OF MR. E. 
DE BAVIER. 


The news of the tragic death of Mr. 
E. de Bavier, head of the firm of 
Messrs. E. Bavier & Co. on Monday 
came as a great chock to the business 
community of Shanghai amongst whom 
his keen intellect and attractive persona- 
lity had made for him many warm 
friends. Business was

had shot himeelf. Mesers. E. M. 
Berthel and H. J. Burkhardt at once 
entered Mr. de Bavier's private house, 
which is attached to the office premises 
at 44 Szechuen Road, and made th 

way to Mr. de Bavier's bedroom. Mi 
Berthel, first to enter, 
found Mr. Bavier lying in bed on his 














back, with « revolver in his right hand. 
Although the pulse was then beating’ 
Mr. Bavier died almost immediately. 

The deceased was transacting some 
business about a quarter of an hour 











before the boy heard the report of the 
discharge of a revolver. The servant 
states that he heard two shots fired. 
Later in the day the Coroner's officer, 
in Mr. G. W. King's presence, found 
‘two ballets, one immediately behind the 
bed and the second on the floor in the 
far corner of the room. The first shot 
mast have gonethrough the left hand top 
corner of the pillow, as it was pierced 
‘and blackened, while the second entered 
‘the left side of deceased’s mouth and 
passed out throngh the top of the bead. 

About six weeks ago Mr. de Bavier 
asked Mr. Berthel, one of the princi- 
pal members of his staff, to lend him a 
revolver, saying that he was going on a 
houseboat trip with a friend and they 
might do some shooting at targets they 
would put up for amusement. Mr. 
Berthel loaned his chief a Colt army 
service revolver and twenty cartridges, 
telling him that if he wanted to get 
more cartridges he should purchase 
them. When Mr. de Bavier asked for 
the revolver Mr. Berthel looked at him 
and Mr. de Bavier remarked 
are you looking at me for 
think I want to kill inysolf Hy 
They both laughed and the weapon was 
handed over. The honseboat trip did 
not take place and as Mr. de Bavier was 
unwell the revolver was not returned. 
About 10.30 a.m. on Monday Mr. 
Berthel went to Mr. de Bavier's room and 
he was then in bed. They talked on 
business matters, The revolver case 
was then in the room. 

Ernest de Bavier was a Swiss 
residing in Shanghai under British 
protection, He was a well-known 
and highly-respeeted businessman 
in Shanghai and tho Fer East 
generally. He first came to China 
‘about forty years ago and was partner 
in the firm of Bavier, Meyer and Co., 
exporters of silk, hides, goat skins 
‘After spending about ten years in the 
East Mr. de Bavier went to Europe 
nd he started a business house in 
Lyons in conjunction with his brother 
who had @ business in Yokohama. In 
1888 or 1890 Mr. de Bavier returned 
to China and continued to direct the 
business of Bavier, Meyer and Co. In 
1896 the firm was styled E. Bavier and 
Co. and d was sole partner up 
to the date of hisdeath. Mr. de Bavier 
made frequent trips to Europe in 
recent. years, spending much time at 
German watering places; only last 
October he returned to Shanghai after 
a holiday of seven months in Europe. 
For some years he had been suffering 
as|from kidney trouble and Dr. von 
Schwab was his medical attendant 
in Shanghai. He had been confined 
to his bed for the past two or three 
days, but was frequently consulted on 
business matters and his actions were 
perfectly natural even within an hour 
of his death, although he was very 
depressed. Heavy pecuniary losses, it 
is to be feared, were the immediate 
cause of his sad end. The recent failure 
of several silk houses at Lyons had 
weloeiy embarrassed his firm, while 
large investments in hides had proved 
‘an additional incubus. 

Tux funeral took place at the 
Bubbling Well Road Cemetery at 
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5 pam. on Wednesday, 
attended by a large number of his 
friends, inclading the staff of his 
fim. ‘Many beautiful wreaths covered| 
the coffin. ‘The Rev. C. E, Darwent 
conducted the service.

She left for an unknown destination, 
which afterwards proved to be Gabun, at 
7.30 pam. on November 15. At mid- 
night on November 16 the steering 
gear broke down, and the vessel had to 
ay to for an hour for repairs.

stoppage, owing to a heated bearing. 
The refrigerating machinery also went 
wrong and two Russian engineers had 
to be borrowed from the repairing ship 
Kamschatka to put it right. On 
November 19 the circalating pump 
down, necessitating another 
short halt, \ November 25 saw the 
Esperance anchored at the month of the 
Gabun river. The Rossin squadron 
anchored about twenty-five miles below 
Libreville, in order, it was said, to be 
outside French territorial waters. 

Leaving Gsbun on November 30 the 
Esperance shaped her course for Great 
Fish Bay, in Angola, almost on the 
boundary of Damara Land. Sh 
rived off Angra Pequina in Ge 
8. W. Africa on December 9. At this 
place, which consists of a lighthouse and 
about four houses, the fleet arrived the 
following day; the port probably being 
selected because it was not in telegraphic 
‘communication with the rest of the 
world, A number of German colliers 
met the warships here, but owing to bad 
weather several days elapsed before the 
Russians coald be coaled.

A BAD NAME. 


‘The Esperance’s next port was “Dur- 
ban, whither she sailed on December 
15. There more stores were to be 
picked up before she rejoined the fleet 
at Madagascar. When she reached 
Durban on December 21 the Governor 
of Natal telegraphed instructions forbid- 
ding her to take on more than 300 of 
the 1,000 tons of coal that had beet 
ordered. The shipment of stores and 
vegetables was forbidden, and it was 
only with great difficulty that sufficient 
for the needs of the ship itself were 
taken on board. The Esperance was 
well-known at Durban, as she bad lain 
for two years as a store-ship for 
frozen meat during the South African 
war, She was ordered to quit the port 
by 4 p.m. on December 24, and did 80, 
leaving behind tons of provisions that 
had been accumulated for shipment. 
The crew had caused considerable 
trouble daring her stay, and ten of the 
seamen bad to be kept in gaol until 
she was ready to sail. Worse trouble 
was to follow, On December 30 the 
refrigerating machinery broke down 
altogether. It was impossible to repair 
it, and half of the meat on board went 
bad almost immediately, St Marie 
‘Madagascar) was reached on Janu 
1, 1905, and two days later the Chit

machi Four men were sent from 
the Kamschatka with instructions to 
take the plant to pieces. By this time 
all the ducks, chickens and pheasants on 
board had been lost, and only the meat 
in the lower hold remained good. At 
6am, oo January 3 the fleet, accom- 
panied by the Esperance, moved a f 
miles up the coast to a more sheltered 
Taking advantage of the shij 
misfortunes, the black crew became 
very troublesome as soon as Madagascar 
was reached. They refused to work 
tanless they were given wine and roast, 
instead of boiled, beef and extra pay. 
On January 7 the Esperance put into 
Antongil Bay on the East Coast, carry- 
1g on board » Russian officer who bad 
to dispatch some legrams 
and convey instructions to the German 
colliers to. proceed to Nossi Bé and 
await the flest. Considerable difficulty 
was experienced in finding the telegraph, 
office. By this time the refrigerating 
machinery had been repaired, -but it 
again broke down, and the expert in 
charge of it sent ignation, 
stating that it was impossible to ran 
the plant with the men placed at his 

i A. stock of live — poultry 
was procured at Antongil Bay, where 
the Esperance first beard the news 
of the fall of Port Arthar. As only 
wo of the German colliers had pat in 
an ance before she sailed for 
Nossi Bé, letters of instructions to the 
remainder were left with the Gover- 
nor. 

The voyage to Nossi Bé was not 
the most pleasant part of the trip. By 
this time the meat below had gone 
quite bad, and the smell was indescriba- 
ble. * Quantities of it were thrown 
overboard en routé, At 10 am. on 


January 11 the Esperance 
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Nossi Bé, and found most of the fleet 
there. Several of the warships were 
taking live cattle on board. The crew 
again gave trouble here, refusing to 
provision the Russian fleet for fear of 
capture by the Japanese. A visit to 
some of the battleships showed that the 
officers were living in luxury. An- 
other desperate effort to repair the re- 
frigerating machinery was made at 
Majunga, where a French official came 
aboard and said that if the meat were 
bad the ship must leave at once. After 
inspecting it he allowed her two days’ 
grace. Difficulty with the boilers 
nearly led to farther detention, but 
eventually the Esperance, in respon: 
to an urgent from the Russi 
Admiral, rejoined the fleet at Nossi 
Bé, with a new and incompetent 
crew, on January 21. Such meat 
as was fit to eat was delivered to the 
Russians by day, and at night the 
Esperance steamed ont into the open 
sea and threw the bad meat overboard. 
The smell on board steadily grew 
worse, and these night trips became 
part of the routine daring the ship's 
stay at Nossi Be. 
A OAP IN THE RECORDS. 

The Russian fleet here at this time 
consisted of seven battleships, five 
cruisers, three auxiliary cruisers, and 
seven torpedo boats. On January 27 
it went out to sea for mancauvres. 
Russian sailors were sent on board the 
Esperance one night to help to empty 
the No. 1 hold of its reeking cargo. 
The shore of the island became strewn 
with pieces of bad meat, and a cor 
plaint was made against the steamer 
‘captain for not going out further to sea 
‘to discharge it. The last lot of meat 
was got rid of on February 1, and four 
days Inter the Esperance was again sent 
to Majunga with some Russian officers 
who had to dispatch telegrams, purchase 
stores ete. She returned to Nossi Bé 
with the Administrator of Majunga on 
February 10. Another trip was made 
to the same place a few days later 
to buy flour, rice and other stores 
for the fleet. March 4 saw the Es- 
perance back at Nossi Bé. The Rus- 
‘sian Admiral now refused to allow the 
Esperance to accompany the fleet 
any further owing to the state of 
her machinery. Her owners’ re 
sentatives, therefore, left her to await 
the arrival of another steamer that was 
on her way out from the same firm, 
Visits to Hellville, the town on the 
island of Nossi Bé, account for an entry 
in the diary that the town is rightly 
named. References to the Esperance 
now become few and far between, and 
would cease altogether, but for a mis- 
hap that occurred to her successor. On 
March 15, 1905, the steamer Regina 
e Roslin Castle) steamed into Nossi 

é. She had been fittei out at Til- 
bary, after being rushed round from 
Southampton, and before she left Eng- 
land it was rumoured that she was des- 
tined for the Russian fleet, with pro- 
visions. The Baltic Fleet left Nossi 
Bé at 2 p.m. on March 16, Its de- 
parture resulted in an extraordinary 
fall in the prices at the café at Heli- 
ville.

Russian warships at 
Saigon, As she neared Mozambique, 
however, she ran fast sground.

Her 
cargo was discharged into lighters, and 
xreat caution was required to prevent 
the Mozambique authorities suspecting 
that the vessel had_ anything to do 
with the Baltic fleet. On March 28 
the water had risen so high that the 
engine room fires were extinguished. 
The Regina settled down two day 

Inter, and though attempts were made to 
salve her they were fruitless. Her 
cargo was transferred to the Esper- 
ance, and the writer of the diary 











went ashore and put up at the Ger- 
man Consulate. On April 25 he left 
Mozambique, bound for Zanzibar, en 
route to Bombay and (hina. Here the 
diary ends, The Experance took what 
stores were saved from the Regina and 
went to Saigon. Later on she came 
to Shanghai, still under the Frenchflag. 
Here the Captain and what was left 
of the French crew, left her, Captain 
Boutellier retarning to France by a 
M.M. boat. If her troubles compare 
with those of the vessels of the 
Baltic fleet is it any wonder that 
Admiral Togo scored such a decisive 
victory ?

South have always been noted for 
ir turbulent character, and deter- 
mined attitude, when they have become 
convinced that they have suffered 
wrong ; they have also been tenacious 
in their purpose to free themselves 











from any incubus which they have 
regarded as unjust.

AN APPEAL TO THE NATION. 


On the.occasion of the Chinese New 
Year, naturally, with the people like 
the Chinese, a: hearty greeting was 
expected from the editors of the papers 
to the people. This greeting has 
been offered without hesitation and 
without reserve. The greeting 
signfieant, In a word it Chi- 
nese, rouse yourselves, exert your 
strength, and claim for yourselves 
a share’ in the government of the 
country, as is enjoyed by the powerful 
nations of the West.” One of the 
most influential papers of Canton has 
published several leaders in succession, 
of which this is the burden. More- 
the editor explains clearly the 
position, and argues the possibility of 
reaching it, if all parties will but unite 
and assert their power. The writer 
obviously well acquainted with the 
history of other nations, and explains 
clearly enongh the steps by which each 
nation in turn has struggled upwards 
to the shining tableland, and points out 
the safe way to reach this much long- 
ed-for position, There is no doubt 
that it fascinates many minds. The 
one need of all Governments is mone 
The source of this supply is ti 
people. In the West the people ha 
closed their purses, until the oon- 
cessions demanded have been granted, 
and in this way, ultimately, the control 
of affairs has fallen into the pople's 
hands. There is a special reference to 
the recent history of Russia, The 
Rassian people though long coerced, 
‘and suppressed, have, within the last 
two or three years, determined that 
they will have a Duma, and they have 
secured it. By what methods? The 
time-honoured and only effective ones. 
‘They have practically coerced the Gov- 
‘ernment. The studente in the colleges 
throughout the Empire refused to con- 
tinue their studies. The workmen's 
organizations from North to South 
organized strikes, which dislocated all 
business. The employees and technic- 
ally skilled artisans such public 
utilities as electric lighting concerns 
refused to touch their work, and im- 
portant cities were, therefore, wrap) 
in the darkness of a northern night. 

It is noticeable that no reference 
is made to the many assassinations 
perpetrated by the Nihilists and the 
anarchists, and, apparently, the leaders 
‘of the modern movement would exclude 
these at present from the ken of their 
readers. The picture is accurately 
sketched in its general outline, and 
there is little exaggeration that can be 
condemned. 
















































THE NEW ORDER INDEED. 


Another noticeable characteristic of 
this New Year's greeting is the appeal 
of the young men of the south. It is 
pointed out that the burden of the 
coming struggle must be borne and the 
brant of the battle met by young 
men—the educated and enlightened 
youth of the present generation. 
The men who twenty years ago, 
cherished hopes of a coming renova- 
tion, are now growing old, and 
already grey heirs warn them that the 
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ithas not already gone. Little more 
can be expected from them. They can 
guide; they can counsel ; they can 
encourage and enhearten the youth, but 
upon the shoulders of the latter must, 
fall the burden, and they ronst bear it, 
and bear it bravely. This is note 
worthy concession, and cannot be allow- 
ed to pass withont emphasis. As 
everybody knows, the Chinese almort 
apotheosize age. The ron, whilst the 
father lives, can hardly cali the air of 
heaven that he breathes his own. He 
must obey and reverence even until the 
end. Here is struck « totally diferent

ing, for by their own sdmittance “the 
thonghtfal educated people of south 
China have placed themselves; side by 
side with the nations of the West, 
among which the way is always 
to strong and competent youth ; 
ahd by which, iadeat many 
ways, young men are encouraged to put 
forth energies, both of body and mind, 
When the writer tonches the ways and 
means by which something practical 
may be attempted he finds enconrage- 
ment in the recent efforts of the people 
to assert their power and demand their 
rights, 
PIRATER AND THE NAVY. 
Withont going farther afield for ex- 
amples, though several facts are passed 
under review, it suffice here to refer 
to the action of the British in policing 
the West River. It is pointed out that

Twelve years ago 
advent of a new

the rage for naturalism has abated, 
thanks to the returning popalarity of 
Dickenr, says M. de Wyzews. Yet 
the century-old supremacy of the con- 
renances is none the less overthrown : 
snd among the 150 current novels 
which our critic has he can 
point to a round twenty, the anthors of 
which have hed bat one object, to be

school ” of fiction ; and M. de Wyzewa 
kindly spares us the details. One ex- 
ample only he quotes, a cynical study of 
profiigacy in a conntry village. To

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pictured to myself the anthor as = 
clubman of age and experience, 
diverting himself by outraging his 
countrymen’s sense of decency. I was 
deceived. Only the other day, in 
glancing over an illustrated paper, 
T came portrait of 
intrepid writer: it was an a 
young girl, with curly hair, smiling, 
dreamy, a little gold cross hung round 
her neck ; and the initial before the sur- 
name signifies Margaret !” 
THE REIGN OF CRIME. 

Dashing aivay the tear which cannot 
be checked at this affecting thought, M. 
de Wyzewa turns hopefully to those 
whose writing indicates that if icono- 
clasm exists, it is by no means the order 
of the day. Here he pauses to reflect on 
the influence of R, L. Stevenson for the 
ion of a new school.

no place in the dream of these strange 





and even in the midst of most criminal 
acts, a delicacy of feeling and mental 
attitude which compels us to admit 
them gentlemen.” — Instinctively we 
recall the Master of Bullantrae, North- 
mour of The Pavilion on the Links, 
(though, perhaps, he scarcely comes 
into the eategnry since he was un- 
doubtedly in love, after his fashion, 
with Clara Hudillestone), Hervi 
Dari, Mr. “ Whish" (nothing of 
the gentleman in that fellow!) of The 
Ebb Tide.

M. de Wyzewa to pardon in Stevenson 
alegacy that it would otherwise be dif- 
ficult to stomach. One blemish only 
M. de Wyzewa observes in Mr. 
Watson, as in many English write 
fan excess of cantion, of reserve: as if he 
were continnally reminding his readers 
that “of course all this ix not true, it 
is only make-believe.” This becomes 
wearisome as it is quite unnecessary, 
and it chills the reader's enthusiasm, 
RELIGION AND CLEVRRNERS. 

Then comes m bunch of religions 
novels, another essentially English type, 
which M. de Wyzewa can more casily 
approve than the former. In this 
category are novels by Mr. Richard 
Mr. Joseph Hocking, Mrs. 
Ward, Lucas Malet and, above 
all, Father Robert Hugh Benson. For 
each of these writers in tarn M. de 
‘Wyzewa has some good word in spite of 
the adverse criticisms which he cannot 
omit, and, with particular reference to 
the last three, he congratulates English 
literature on having ‘so many anthors 
belonging to the Catholic Chnreh who 
are capable of treating religions pro- 
blems with so much boldness, cirenm- 
spection and art.” Next to these we 
find the historical novel, of Mr. Ford 
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Madox Hueffer, “who exhibits *| 
precious combination of the essenti 
qualities of historian and novelist 
the philosophic novel, of which one 
example by E, M. Foster is quoted to 
show how genins may create one perfectly 
tre and original figure in the midst of 
‘a book that is otherwise crude and 
amateurish ; and the “clever” novel, 
(M. de Wyzewa can find no word 
French to express the fall English 
meaning of that much abused adjective), 
of which Mr. John Galsworthy is 
‘good exponent. 
FOOTLIGHTS OR ARMONAIR ? 

So at the end of his long journey 
through comtemporary English romance, 
M. de Wyzewa is pleased to observe 
that, in general, ** it seems to have lost 
little of its ancient vitality." He won- 
ders whether any foreign school could 
show so many genuine prizes. The 
cause he finds in the comparative back- 
wardness of the English stage ; for in 
proportion as men and women write 






















are signs that the footlights are 
beginning to exercise a powerful at- 
traction on English writers ; and. since 
most of us can read, while only a limited 
number can go to theatres we may be 
inclined to agree with this fair and 
kindly ri his evident hope that 
our uthors will not altogether 
abandon “the long and glorious tradi- 
tions of their national romance.”

R. M. Gatliff dissented from this deci- 
sion on the gronnd that the assault 
complained of had been - committed 
under considerable provocation and was 
not sufficient to justify dismissal, and 
also because defendant had shown a 
strong desire to get rid of the plaintiff 
‘on account of poorness of trade, making 
the assault an excuse for dismissing 
him. They stated that they considered 
that the plaintiff was entitled to more 
than the amount paid into Court, 
and suggested that he be paid £100 by 
way of damages and his passage to 
England. 

The plaintiff appealed from Mr. 
Pratt's decision on the grounds that 
the Court was in error in admit- 
ting evidence of the alleged act of 
violence, that it was in error in 
finding that a single act of vio- 
lence justified the dismissal, and that 
the judgement was contrary to the 
evidence.

‘Obviously the Assessor is there 
to strengthen the Court, and in order 
that his opinion may have weight with 
the Judge. The Assessors, by Rule: 
30, section 2 of the Rules of Court, 
‘are required to be competent persons, 
and the Court, from its list of Assessors 
selects competent persons to try 
case. By competent in that rule is 
meant people who are capable of 
assisting the Court in coming to a 
decision. ‘There may be complicated 
matters of account in which 
would certainly be desirable to have 
someone acquainted with figures, me- 
thods of business, and soon. And so 
in nautical cases the Admiralty Court 
has nautical assessor, and in 
cases of this kind, which go before 
a Provincial Court it is advisable 
for the Assessors to be persons 
with some technical knowledge. The 
Assessor is, therefore, an important per- 
son in the Provincial Court, and the 
rule goes on to show what an impor- 
tant person he is, because it goes on to 
give the parties leave to challenge an 
Assessor. It does not allow him to be 
challenged Court, because he is 
a member of the Court, siting on 
the Bench, and it is obvious that|to 
it would be derogatory to him, when 
he is sitting on the Bench, to have his 
independence questioned. ‘The parties 
can, therefore, signify to the Judge be- 
forehand that they object to an 
Assessor, ‘and the Court, if it 
sustains the objection, shall select 























reason which he absolutely fails to prov 
According to the judgement of the 
Court below indeed he makes 


another duly qualified person.” It 
Tequires Assessors to constitute 
‘the tribunal, and the importance of the 
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position occupied by the Acsessor is 
shown by the provisions of the rule 
which ensure his being a competent 
independent person and being a mem- 
ber of the Court. The only part of the 
position of Assessor which seems to 
have been considered by the Court be- 
low is the provision in the Crown in 
il that the “Assessor shall not 
voice in the decision of the 
Court," “ Voice” there means that 
he shall not have a vote, so that 
two Assessors cannot outvote the 
Judge. That, for obvious reasons, is a 
reasonable provision. But when you 
have a question of pure fact, and 
nothing but fact, clearly the opinion 
of the Assessor who ix a competent 
person, will in many cases be as 
valuable as that of the president of the 
tribunal, namely, the Consular officer 
holding it. And, where the Consular 
officer presiding over the Court entirely 
disagrees with the opinion of the Asses 
sors on a pure question of fact, it 
is his duty, especially if the Assessors 
are unanimous in their opinion, to 
state his reason for coming to the con- 
clusion be does, which will enable 
this Court to judge as between his 
opinion and that of the Assessors. 
The Judge in the Court below on 
this occasion has not thought fit to 
do so, and as I bave said before, 
it is not necessary for me to deter- 
mine whether he or the Assessors are 
right in coming to the conclusion whe- 
thr this sot was one mbich wonld justif 
the defendants in dismissing the plainti 
I feel strongly Mr. Gregson's argu- 
ments that in China any violence of 
this kind is calculated to do s consider- 
able amount of harm to the business of 
an employer, and that in any case it is 
conduct which is to be deprecated.

I do not think his judgement can stand,

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They appeal to me because they 
show that the Assessors have carefully 
considered the case and gone 
intelligently into the position of the 
parties, and, as far as T can see, looked 
upon the rights of the plaintiff in a 
reasonable way. And for that reason, 
and in order to save any further 
inquiries, I prefer to be guided 
by what they say as to the amount of 
damages rather than try to assess them 
myself, and I shall adopt what they 
call their suggestion, that the damages 
to be paid by the’ defendant to the 
plaintiff shall be £100, besides what has 
been paid into Court, and in the event 
of the plaintiff returning to England 
within a reasonable time, say three 
months from the present day or the 
termination of these proceedings, they 
shall also pay him bis retarn 

home. The appeal is, therefore, allowed 
with costs and the defendants will have 
to pay costa in the Court below.

“His Lordship—Bat the time mnst 
‘come when you wind up the clubs. You 
cannot keep them full for ever ?—Pre- 
paration is made for that. The manager 
of the Club finds that he is anble to 
complete the clubs. Say there are forty 
clubs, and only thirty-nine members in 
each. The men in one of the clubs are 
then merged into others. There is 
nothing to prevent ns doing this until we 
come down to the last club. That leaves 
‘a loss of forty watches at the end, which

Witness stated that a coolie in the 
Chartered Bank had paid $3 a week 
for three weeks, and had drawn threo 
watches—a watch a week.

Mr. Wilkinson—Did you make then, 
‘or when you transferred the manage- 
ment, any provision in the way’ of a 
sinking fond or any provision at all for 
meeting obligations to members? Did 
‘you hand over any capital ? 

Witness said that he did not, as none 
was needed. It was a cash business. 
At the beginning he had-only pat in 
$1,351.35. The business paid for itself 
as it went along. Witness himself 
took out between $11,000 and $12,000 
during the year, which included Tis. 

50 = month he received as salary. He 
had originally an agreement with Hope 
Bros.," who were his partners. They 
received $5,342.89 during that year as 
‘commission for watches, besides the pro- 
fits they made on orders for other goods. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson—Were the watches 
worth $50 as advertised ? 

Witness said that they were sold at 
$40 to $45 in the retail shops in 
Shanghai. In the majority of jewellery 
stores $48 was charged for them.

Watch Club had a special price from 
the Keystone Elgin Company. Wit- 
ness had no dealings with Ullmann 
& Co: He had never asked that firm

for credit. It was true that the Watch 
Clab owed Hope Bros. about $280 for 
rent and lighting at the time of the 
transfer, but that was due to a personal 
question between that firm and himself. 
He had not paid it owing to some 
question about an agent guaranteed by 
them who had made off with some of 
the watches, That his relations with 
them were satisfactory was shown by the 
fact that he had parchased $58,000 
worth of watches throngh them, and 
that they had allowed him credit to the 
extent of $15,000. Witness was not 
ranning the Watch Club when it moved 
from Messrs. Hope Bros.’ premises. 
He did not think that Mr. Thomas 
knew that any amount was owing for 
rent. Before the transfer witness was 
‘sole owner of the Watch Club, and all 
obligations had to be met by him. 
His partnership with Hope Bros- 
had been abrogated. Witness 
owed nothing to the Horse Bazaar, 
nor did the Watch Club owe 
anything. Some of the agents might 
have owed money to that Company, but 
they worked on a commission basis, 
jand had @ perfect right to’go about 
‘as they thought fit. On the day 
witness transferred the Watch Club he 
personally owed about $7,843. Possibly 
he owed abont $11,000 altogether. He 
settled up his obligati 
by payments in cash, with the excop~ 
tion of « sum of about $5,000 owing 
to Hope Bros. which the Gillette 
Development Company undertook 
instead of paying him cash for his 
stock. His stock amounted to about 
$4,500. Witness owned a 7/16 share 
in the Gillette Development Company. 
He believed Thomas signed as secre= 
tary, but did not know whether he had 
‘any interest. The agreement was that 
witness was to sell a half share in the 
Watch Club for $10,000. Mr. Dooley 
asked witness if he wished to sell the 
whole concern, and witness replied that 
he was ready to sell half. This he 

reed to do for $10,000, retaining 
78 interest in the Gillette Develop- 
ment Co. Witness did not see Thomas. 
during the time he was negotiating for 
the transfer. He had the articles of 
the Gillette Development Company at 
his house, 

Mr. Wilkinson—Is it registered in 
Arizona? 

Witness said that he did not 
know. His calculations of the profits 
included a certain amount of lapses, 
and was based on actual experience. 
In his experience lapses had proved 
source of profit to the Club. Witness 
explained s typewritten dorm arging 
members not to allow thelr subscrip- 
tions to lapse by saying that if a mem- 




















bers's name were removed from the 
Club before he had been notified he 
would probably come round and com- 
plain, It was also necessary to sond 
this notice to prevent carelessness or 
dishonesty on the part of the collectors.

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This was to enable agents to 
receive their commissions at once. The. 
lapses had exceeded 15,000 during the 
time witness was in charge of the 


Watch Club. Agents received $4 com- 
mission on the first sixteen payments. 
The Soochow manager received $5, 
becanse he was in charge of the district. 
When the transfer took place it was 
understood that the Gillette Develop- 
ment Company should put a man in 
charge of the business. Witness had 
written several letters stating that 
‘Thomas had been appointed manager. 
He also took Thomas round to Car- 
lowitz & Co. through whom the 
watches were purchased, and intro- 
duced him to Mr. Berthel. » When the 
negotiations for the transfer were pro- 
ceeding witness axked Mr. Dooley to 
send round a Chartered Accountant to 
inspect the books. Mr. Adams 
was sent round, and though wit- 
ness did not see his report it 
must have been favourable, as the 
transfer took place. During wit- 
ness’s management his policy had 
been to advertise the winning number 
in the “North-China Daily News 
each week, and letters were also sent to 
the winning members. A womber 
could then eall in on the Monday 
morning and receive his watch. There 
were a few minor complaints, but never 
any serious ones, and witness never had 
any trouble with the Chinese. When 
he heard that the Watch Clab was in 
difficulties he procured the services of 
an accountant, Mr. Porter, of Messrs. 
Welch, Lewis & Co., and went roand. 
Mr. Porter oxumined the books, and 
verbally reported to witness that every 
dollar received had been expended 
legally. He said that there was 
considerable mouey outstanding, which 
the management had been unable to 
collect. At the time of the transfer 
of the Watch Club to the Gillette 
Development Company there were 
several Chinese who had won watches 
five, six, seven and even eight months 
bak, but had not applied for then. 
‘These men were referred to him, and he 
had cashed some 150 orders after he 
had sold the Club, Lt was not ancom- 
mon for people to come in to the

Witness—People who had paid a 
little refused to pay any more.

With all due 
deference to Thomas I do not think he 
was able to make his collections 
promptly. There are amounts of about 
$500 outstanding from Ningpo ; $480 
from Soochow ; $600 from the com- 
pradore here, as well as sums from 
Tientsin and Hankow, $350 from 
Foochow, altogether from $6,000 to 
$8,000 outstanding, which, if it had 
been collected with promptness would 
have relieved the financial position.

GCross-examined by Mr. Phillig 
nese satel that ie had conducted 
watch clabs for some years past.

first he had ever known to be carried 
on nnsuecessfully. ‘The system was 
inangurated by the Keystone Case 
Company, when a small concern, In 
1892 it came to San Francisen, where: 
witness joined it. He was there for five 
and a half years. Some of the men 
came to Honoluln, and then went to 
Mexien, Witness wns there for three 
and on hinlf years, and suid 17,000 
watches, He started the Shanghai 
Watch Club on Angust 8, 1906, 
and transferred it to the Gi'lette 
Development Company on November 
12, last year. Up to that time he was 
sole manager. Hope Bros. only had 
fan interest of forty per cent. Up to 
November 12 Inst, witness hal no 

















-|knowledge of the accused in con- 


nexion with the operations of the 
Watch (lub. He first heard of 
Thomas when he was negotiating with 
Dooley, who said that he was going 
to put him in as manager. Witness 
did not select Thomas as_manager. 
Witness gave certain figures to Douley 
when they were negotiating, sh 
fan estimate of the profits if the ba 
was conducted properly. He arrived 
at those figures himself, and the state- 


























ment showed the estimated profits to 
be $66,640 for the 119 clubs then 
running. He asked Dooley to select 
an accountant to go over the books. 
Witness entered into a personal agree- 
ment with the Gillette Development 
Company by which he assumed all 
lawfal debts and claims up to the date 
of the transfer. He had never been 
guilty of any conspiracy with Thomas 
to defraud anyone, either before or after 
November 12. Mr, Porter reported to 
him that all moneys collected were daring: 
‘Thomas's management. He would not 
be surprised to hear that outstanding 
‘accounts amounted to nearly $17,000. 
Witness’s total liabilities before the 
transfer were notified to him in Jam 

and he then authorized the Gillete 
Development Company to devote any 
dividends due to him to paying these 
amounts off. The debt to. Hope Bros. 
which was taken over by the Gillette 
Development Company amounted to 
$4,900. The Company undertook to 
satisfy this claim in return for witness's 
stock. This stock was in the hands 
‘of agents, and amounted to $4,440. 
The Gillette Development Company 
could nat recover it from the agents. 
Therefore they had to satisfy Messrs, 
Hope Bros.’ debt and were without 
watches. 

‘At this stage the Court adjourned 
for tiffin. 

On resuming at 2 o'clock Mr. Mor- 
gan Phillips said that he desired to ask 
Mr. Black some further questions.

Witness said that he thought 
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he could arrange with Mr. Silva Netto 
to act as liquidator. Mr. Dooley stated 
‘that the business could not be carried 
on without fonds and he asked witness | 
if he could pay over the sum of $5,000 
which he owed, to the Gillette Develop- 
ment Company. Witness stated that 
he would pay just as soon as the accounts 
were presented. The account had 
been sent to witness on January 14, but 
witness asked for an itemized account. 
When witness went through the ac- 
count he saw that there were certain 
items which should not have been 
charged to witness's account. Witness 
did not remember that Mr. Dooley said 
that neither he nor Mr. Thomas would 
have anything more to do with the 
business, 

By Mr. Wilkinson.—This interview 
took place on January 17, but by the 
advice of all concerned it was arranged 
to have a drawing on January 18. 
Witness did not agree with Mr. Dooley’s 
view that the Club could not be ran ; 
witness thought it could be liquidated. 
Witness was to be paid $10 090 for a 
share in the Watch Club. The 
trial balance showed « sum of $1,766 
carried to credit of Profit and Loss 
Account.

I was 
paid $35,000 in shares and $10,000 in 
cash for my stock. 

Asked what nationality the present 
Company was witness said that he was 
a member of the Company and he 
owned shares, bat he did not know what 
nationality the Company was. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I ‘am afraid the

By his ip—The average 
number of clubs for the first fifteen 
months was about seventy. They had 
119 clubs when the business finished. 
‘There were never more clubs. Witness 
could not say how many members had 
joined the Club altogether. There 
Were about 15,000 lapses, inost of them 


































by people who paid less than 85. 
His Lordship pointed out that 
in this statement of profits made 


by Mr. Black he had pnt down 
814 on every single watch for every 
member then in the Club. There 
would be lapses, and although it was 
true that these persons would not get 
watches, yet it had been calculated that 
they would pay a profit of $14 each. 
Instead of the profits being xet down 
8 $14 on every single watch it was 
probably not more than $3 average. 
In reply to further questions witness 
explained to the Judge how the proper 
way to'shat down a club was to merge 
one club into another, always keeping 


up the forty members on each club. 
At the time witness handed over the 
Club the increase in membership was 
abont 250 weekly. The Club received 
$40 from each club each week and it 
did not matter whether a man hed 
paid only $1 or $39 before he drew a 
watch. 

In reply to the jury witness said that 
he knew of many clubs which had been 
snecessfully closed in San Francisco 
Honolula and nearly all the cities in 
the West. He did not know of any 
club that was nq closed successfully. 
The Club was solvent when it was taken 
over by Mr. Thomas; it had no 
liabilities. member of the jury 
pointed out that the Club was liable 
for the money paid by the members, 

Witness said that he had offered to 
close the Watch Club and meet all its 
obligations, but Mr. Wilkinson would 
not allow it 

By Mr. Wilkinson — Witness's 
scheme for closing the Club was that 
the present members should meet their 
obligations, but no new members would 
be allowed to join. 

By Mr. Phillips—To hold office 
under the Club a person must hold one 
share according to the Articles of 
Association. 

Mr. Black then left the box. 

His Lordship reminded the jury 
that the issue they had to decide was 
whether prisoner used this Club as 
= means of defranding others. They 
had not to decide on the way this 
Club conducted its business. 

P. G. Sagnol, of the New Travellers’ 
Hotel, repeated the evidence he gave in 
the lower Court. 

©, Gronenberg, Manager of Hope 
Bros., Ld., stated that $4,981 was 
due to Messrs. Hope Bros. by the 
Watch Club on November 12 for 
goods obtained on orders direct from 
Messrs. Hope Bros. On November 26 
this amount was transferred against Mr. 
Dooley. They did not accept the first 
letter stating that Mr. Black would 
pay the amonat, but i 
ment. Then the amount was tran: 
ferred against Mr. Dooley as stated. 
With the exception of $800 still due 
this had been paid by Mr. Dooley 
since. Messrs. Hope Bros. originally 
put in Tis. 400 or forty per cent of 
the paid up capital. That amount had 
since been repaid, but Hope Bros never 
received any profits, nor any statement 
of account. When the Watch Club 
got into difficulties he spoke to Mr. 
Dooley about the matter. Mr. Black 
was at the Watch Club office nearly 
every day up to December 1 and witness 
had seen him there occasionally after- 
wards. On Jannary 4 the last payment 
was made for delivery orders and aiter’ 
that they honoured no more, 

In reply to Mr. Morgan Phillips 
witness said that he saw a photograph 
similar to the one in Court in Hope 
Bros’. shop in September. The rent of 
the premises occupied by the Watch 
Club was supposed to be paid monthly. 
That due for November and December 
was paid by Mr. Thomas. On Novem- 
ber 12 witness sent an account for the 




















two previous months rent to Br. 
Thomas and it was subsequently paid 
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by Mr. Dooley. Hope Bros.’ account 
of $4,900 was incurred during Mr, 
Black's time and $4,000 was paid by 
Mr. Dooley. Mr. Black repaid Hope 
Bros. their first deposit of Tls. 400 
on November 15.

L. Concha was brought up on re- 
mand, charged with having on December 
2, 1907, forged on the pay-sheet of the 
Municipal Fire Department the name 
of L. Peril, with intent to injure and 
defraud one Pon Kuck-hien, the com- 
pradore of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council. 

Mr. A. Bassett, District Attorney, 
prosecuted and Mr. E. A. Douthitt 
appeared for the defence. 

Detective-Sergeant Reeves, sworn, 
stated that he arrested the accused 
on s United States Consular warrant 
at 3.45 p.m. on the 12th instant, 

Pon Kuck-hien stated that he was 
‘compradore to the Shanghai Municipal 
Council and it was his business to pay 
the salaries of the members of the Band 
‘and che Fire Department. Witness did 
not know the accused personally, ont 
recognized his face. The document 
produced was the Fire Department 
pay-sheet. The sum of $60 appearing 
opposite the name of L. Peril had been 
paid. The shroff paid it twice. Witness 
did not himself make the actual pay- 
ments ; his shroff handled the money. 

Pon Hong-chan, a shroff in the last 
witness's office, said that he knew the 
accused. ‘November salaries of the 
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native members of the Fire Department 
were paid on Monday, ber 2. 
Between 11 ain, and noon on that date 
the accused came into the office and 
signed the name “ L. Pueril” on the 
pay-sheet opposite to the entry of 
the salary of L. Pe and received 
L. Peril’s salary. Witness did not 
know at that time that the accused was 
not L. Peril. After signing the name 
“L. Pueril on the pey-abee, the ac- 
cused handed the sheet to witness and 
the latter paid him $60 in silver. A 
few minutes later the real Peril came 
into the office and asked {dt his salary. 
Witness told him that the money had 
already been paid and asked him to find 
out who bad received it. An attempt 
was wade during the next two days to 
find the man, but without success, and 
witness then paid Peril his salary. 
Witness had sn idea that the man who 
wrongfully received the’ money was a 
meniber of the Band, and asked Mr, 
Castro to help him to find the man. Wit- 
ness afterwards went to a Band practice 
at the Town Hall and there saw and 
identified the accused. He was sure 
that the accused was the man who 
igned Peril’s name on the pay-sheet 
and wrongfully received the money 
intended for Peril. 

Cross-examined—On December 2 
accused asked for the pay-sheet and 
was offered the Band pay-sheet, He 
refused that and asked for the Fire 
Department pay-sheet, which-he signed 
in the name of L. Peril. Accused’s 
salary ass member of the Band was 
$71.50. The accused received and 
signed for his salary asa member of 
the Band on November 30. Tw. days 
later the accused came to witness's 
office and asked for the Fire Depart- 
ment pay-sheet. On December 5 wit 
ness went to the Town Hall, where the 
members of the Band were mustered, 
and vicked, ‘out the man to whom 
he had paid Peril’s salary. Witness 
asked Mr. Castro what the man’s 
name was. The accused's salary for 
December was paid to his wife. 

Re-examined—On December 2 wit- 
ness did not know the accused by name, 
but knew his face. He thought he 
recognized him as a member of the Band 
‘and that was why witness first offered 
him the Band pay-sheet. 

Cross-examined—The accused called 
for his January salary and then the 
matter of the $60 wrongfully paid was 
discussed. Witness offered to accept 
repayment by instalments of $10 per 
month, but the accused denied that he 
had ever received the money. 

Lango Peril, watchman at the Central 
Bell Tower, stated that he had been em- 
ployed by the Council for threeand » half 
‘years and his salary was $60 per month. 
He went to collect bis November salary 
on December 2, but did not receive it 
‘on that date because the pay-sheet had 
already been signed opposite his name. 
He had known the accused about 
eighteen months. He saw the accused 
in the compradore’s office on December 
2. As witness entered, the accused was 
coming out of the room with a roll of 
silver dollars in his hand. 

Cross-examined—There was one other 
Filipino, named Rodrigues, in the room 
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at the time. Witness could swear 
positively that this was on December 2. 

R. Rodrigues stated that he was 
watchman at the Hongkew Bell Tower. 
He drew his November salary at 11.50 
am. on December 2. As witness was 
going upstairs to the compradore’s office, 
the accused was coming down. Witness 
saw nothing in accused's hands, but 
heard some money jingling in his 
pocket, When witness reached the: 
‘compradore's office, he saw Peril talking 
to the shroff there. 

A. Santiago, watchman at the Central 
Bell Tower, said that he drew his salary 
at 11.20 a.m.on December 2. He saw 
the accused in the compradore's office 
at the time and spoke to The 
accused asked if it was the Fire Depart 
ment’s pay-day and witness replied that 
it was. After drawing his salary, wit- 
ness returned to the Bell Tower to 
relieve Peril, who went to draw his 
salary at 11.35 am. 

‘Mr. Douthitt moved that the charge 
be dismissed on account of the unsatis- 
actory nature of the evidence for the 
prosecution. He said that he would lik 
to have His Honour’s ruling on this 
point, and if the motion were dismissed, 
he would have toask for continuance 
in order to call witnesses for the defence. 

‘Mr. Baseett briefly summed up the 
evidence and pointed out that the 
accused was identified by the shroff and 
was seen in the compradore’s office 
about noon on December 2 by three 
independent witnesses. One of these 
witnesses saw money in the accused's 
hand, and another witness had just 
previously been asked by the accused if 
that was the Fire Department’ pay-day. 

In reply to His Honour, the accused 
said that he went to the compradore's 
office on December 2 to collect a debt 
from a member of the Band named 
Bonifacio, Witness was at the com- 











pradore’s office that day from 9 to 9.30 
‘a.m., but was not there between 11 a.m. 
and noon. He did not get his money 
from Bonifacio, as he found that the 
latter had received his salary on the 
previous Saturday.

This was a claim for Tls. 500, for rent 
of premises at No. 75 Szechuen Road. 

Mr. F. Ellis and Mr. W. 8. Flem- 
ing represented the plaintiffs and Mr. E. 
A. Douthitt appeared for the defence. 

The plaintiffs’ petition stated that 
cn January 5, 1906, the defendant 
became the lessee of the premises and 
on July 14, 1906, the lease was renew- 
ed for a period of two years. It had 
been stipulated that the defendant 
should pay the plaintiffs » monthly 
rental of Tis. 125, and plaintiffs allezed 
that defendant had not paid the rental 
for the months of October, November 
and December, 1907 and January 1908, 
and there was, therefore, due them the 
sum of Tis, 500. 





Peter Elster, sworn, stated that he 
had been the manager in Shanghai for 
Messrs. J. C. Epperly and Co. since 
September, 1907. During the year 
1907, Mr.'Epperly was in the United 
States, and in August witness received 
 cablegram from him to the effect that 
he was to discontinue the business of 
Epperly and Co. He closed up 
the business and vacated the premises 
at 76 Szechuen Road about the end of 
September, and informed the plaintiffs 
by letter. 

Cross-examined—He had never re- 
ceived sny answer to the letter. On 
vacating the premises he sent the keys 
by the office boy to Lane, Crawford, 
and Co, He had had no further com- 
munication at any time from the plain- 
tiffs with regard to the premises. 

Mr. Douthitt asked leave to in- 
troduce as evidence an advertisement 
appearing in the “ North-China Daily 
News", offering the premises to be let. 

Mr. Fleming said that the plaintife 
admitted that these were the identical 
premises, 

D. W. Crawford gave evidence to the: 
effect that the lease which Mr. Epperly 











had of the premises had never been can-| deceased’ 


celled.

INQUEST. 


Shanghai, February 17. 
Before G. W. Kixa, Esq., Coroner. 
RE DEATH OF R. DE BAVIER. 

An inquiry into the circumstances 
attending the death of E. de Bavier, was 
opened at 44 Szechuen Road. 

Heinrich ‘Burkhardt stated that he 

was a silk inspector in the firm of 
Messrs. E. Bavier & Co. and he held 
power of attorney jointly with Mr. 
E. M. Berthel. Witness identified the 
body he had just seen as that of Mr. 
Ernest de Bavier. Witness saw him 
last alive abont a quarter of an hi 
before he shot himself. 
‘sent for witness and he was with him 
two or three minutes talking about 
business matters. This was a little 
after 11 am. and Mr. de Buvier was in 
bed. Deceased’s No. 1 boy called wit- 
ness from the silk godown, and he went 
at once. lying as witness 
saw him in the coroner’s presence. 
Mr. Berthel was in the room when 
witness arrived. When witness spoke 
to deceased Inst he was very depressed 
about business and he told witness he 
was very weak. 

The inquest was adjourned until 
2.30 pm. Wednesday at H.B.M’s 
Supreme Court. 
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Shanghai, February 19. 

The inquest was resumed at H. M. 
Police Court into the circumstances 
attending the death of the late E. de 
Bavier, which occurred at No. 44 Sze- 
chuen Road on Monday morning, the 
17th instant. 

Dr. R. J. Marshall, sworn, said—I 
am a registered medical practitioner. 
Just before noon on Monday, on re- 
ceipt of a telephone message, I'went to 
No. 44 Szechuen Road and’ in a bed- 
room upstairs, I found the body of 
Mr. de Bavier. He was lying on his 
back on the bed, with the head slightly 
raised on the pillow. His mouth was 
open and blood was issuing from it. 
His right hand was clasping a revolver 
and lay, almost extended, on his lap, 
The body was quite warm, but there 
was no sign of life. Death must have 
taken place very shortly before. I 
examined the body and found a hole in 
the back of the head from’ which the 
ballet had escaped. The shot was 
fired through his mouth. The wound 
was caused by a revolver of similar 
calibre to the one now produced. 
That is the revolver I saw in 
hand. The bullet now shown 
to me and which was picked up in your 
presence, conld ha the wound 

From the position of the body 
no doubt that the wound was 
self-inflicted. I think that after the 
first. shot, which was fired, say, into the 
mouth, there could have been muscular 
‘contraction sufficient to fire another 
shot, the revolver being still clasped in

nd. 
H. Burkhardt (recalled) said— When 
I saw Mr. de Bavier on Monday we were 
talking about bis business losses. I 
think he was especially depreased about 
his health. Our conversation was a 
very short one. I did not notice this 
revolver in his room that day. 1 
noticed letter addressed to Messrs. 
Burkhardt and Berthel. When Mr. 
de Bavier saw me looking at it, he 
turned it round. I saw him about 11 
‘am. I knew he had been ill; for a 
fow days past he had been in bed. Dr. 
von Schab was his medical attendant 
and last called to see him, I think, on 
Sunday. I was not astonished to xee a 
letter addressed to us as when Mr. de 
Bavier wished to give important 
instructions ho wrote them down. 

E. M. Berthel, sworn, said—I am in 
the firm of Messrs. E. de Bavier & Co. 
and T held a power of attorney from 
Mr. de Bavier. On Monday Mr. de 
Bavier asked me to come to his room 
about 10.30 a.m. and we talked about 
buriness and other matters until about 
10.55 au. when he gave me sume 
business papers and said he would have 
another talk with me in the afternoon. 
I recognize this revolver ; it is mine. 
Mr. de Bavier borrowed it from me 
about January 3 or 4. He asked 
me if I hed a reliable revolver 
and I said “Yes.” He asked ne to 
bring it to the office. I brought two 
to the office and he chose this one. 1 
asked him why he wanted it and he said 
that he was making a houseboat trip 
and they would shoot at bottles for 
amusement. He did not make the 



































trip owing to the rainy wea- 
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ther. The revolver was lying on his 
desk in the office for five or six days, 
bat after the middle of January I did 
not notice it any more. I did not 
trouble about getting it back. On 
Mondsy I noticed it hanging in a 
leather case on the bed-post. 
vas partly sticking out of the case. I 
looked at the revolver and I had a queer 
feeling. I bad had this same feeling 
when he asked me for the revolver be- 
cause he would not look me in the face. 
When I looked at the revolver Mr. de 
Bavier glanced at me. About 11.30 
‘am. Mr. de Bavier’s No. 1 houseboy, 
preceded by No. 1 office boy, came into 
ny office and told me that Mr. di 
Bavier had shot himself. I went at once 
to his bedroom. I saw that his eyes 
were closed and blood was slowly 
trickling from his mouth. His pyjamas 
in front were sprinkled with blood. 
There was still smoke in the room. 
+I sent the No. 1 houseboy for Mr. 
Borkhardt and in the meat I felt 
his left pulse, which was still beating. 
I told Mr. Burkhardt that there was 
still life in him and we both ran down 
to the office to telephone for the doctor. 
The revolver was clasped in his right 
hand and was pointing towards the 
right shoulder. I did not notice any 
movement of the right hand. During 
my conversation with Mr. de Bavier 
on Monday morning he said thi 
did not feel ill, but that he did not 
want to get up as he was disgusted 
with the state of affairs. 

Fong Wei-dong, the deceased's No. 
1 hoaseboy, said that he had been in Mr. 
de Bavier's service for nine years. At 
7.45 a.m. on Monday Mr, de Bavier 
had his bath and then went back to bed 
and had breakfast. At 10 a.m. he told 
witness to call Mr. Berthel and Mr. 
Barkhardt, At 11 a.m., when these 

ntlemen had gone away, Mr. de 
Sevier tld witness to. get him some 
notepaper and envelopes. Ten minutes 
Inter he told witness to remove 
the unused paper and envelopes, 
bat not to touch the — two 
written envelopes on the side table. 
At 11.30 a.m. witness was dozing,|' 
near the telephone, when he was arous- 
edby the sound of a shot. He heard 
only one shot. He went immediately 
into Mr. de Bavier’s bedroom and saw 
bia waster lying ‘on the bed with his 
mouth open. Blood was running from 
his mouth. The revolver was clasped 
in bis right hand, which was lying 
sctoss his chest. The mnzzle of the 
revolver was pointing upwards. Wit- 
ness at once went downstairs and re- 

ported the matter to Mr. Burkbardt 
tl Me. Berthel, who then went up- 
Stair, 

By the Coroner—His master was 
not sick, bat had lately been very de- 
pressed. Three days ago he complained 
‘that he had a headache. In other 
respects he seemed to be sane. 

‘Dr. von Schab stated that he was 
the late Mr. de Bavier's medical atten- 
dant and had known him for four or 
five years. He had attended him five 
times daring the past fortnight. Mr. 

Bavier complained of sleeplessness 
and mental depression. Witness gave 
him some sleeping powders and a bro- 



































mide mixture. He last saw deceased 
slive on Sunday afternoon, when he 


spent about an hour in his company. 
He said he did not feel well. Witness 
thought Mr. de Bavier called him in to 
have a frieadly chat more than for any- 
thing else. He was not really sick ; he 
had no bodily ailment. It was more 
mental depression than sickness. Wit- 
ness was not alarmed at his condition, 
but thought that he was annoyed sboat 
something. 

This concluded the evidence, and the 
Coroner found that Ernest de Bavier 
died from a ballet wound in the head 
st about 11.30 am, on February 17, 
1908, and that such wound was self- 
inflicted whilst the deceased was in a 
depressed mental condition caused by 
business worries.

at $300, from the house of Mr. Page, 
No. 19 Weibaiwei “Road, on January 
25. The coolie was further charged 
with the theft of an article of clothing, 
the property of the same complainant. 

The evidence showed that on the 
night of January 25 the foreign ocen- 
pants of No. 19 Weihaiwei Road were 
away from home and the house was in 
the servants’ charge. The two house- 
boysalso went ont and in their absence 
the coolie was visited by x friend—the 
fourth defendant. When the foreign 
‘occupants returned home they found the 
door of the house unlocked and later 
discovered that the articles of 
jewellery mentioned in the first 
charge were missing from a bed- 
room. The Police made a thorough 
investigation, but failed to find any 
trace of tho wleeing jewellery, oar could 
they gather any direct evidence against 
the defendants, but in searching the 
coolie’s boxes Detective-Sergeant Bray 














found an article of clothing, the pro- 
perty of Miss Page. 

On the first charge the defendants 
were released upon giving scenrity, as 
there was not sufficient evidence to 
secure a conviction, and on the recond 





BICYCLE THIRVES PUNISHED. 

Two unemployed natives were 
brought up on remand charged with the 
theft of seven bicycles on various dates 
during December and January. 

When the case was first 
heard the defendants were ordered 
to pay into Court the sam of $600— 
the value of the stolen birycles—and 
were released on security to enable them 
to raise the money. Failing to pay 
this amount they were re-arrested and 
again brought before the Court and 
remanded for further inquiries. 
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The Court now decided that there 
was not sufficient evidence against the 
prisoners concerning the theft of six of 
the bicycles and these charges were 
dismissed. The prisoners were found 
guilty of the theft of the seventh bicycle, 
and on this charge were sentenced to 
‘one month's imprisonment, to date 


from January 13, the date apon which 
they were re-arrested.

A DESPICAMLE CHARACTER. 

A native nemed Liang Nyok-si 
was charged with having bought a girl, 
aged fifteen years, for the sum of $60 
in June 1807 and having brooght her 
to Shanghai for immoral purposes and 
with having lived on the proceeds since 
July 1907. 

‘The facts which brought the defen- 

dant’s mode of living to light and upon 
which the Police based the above 
charge, were related by Detective-Sub- 
Inspector FitzGibbon to be as follows -— 

At 7 pam. on Saturday, the 8th 
instant, the woman mentioned in the 
charge was sent out by the defendant 
and returned at 11 p.m. accompa 
by a man she had met in Sinza district. 
After a short stay in the house, 
guest went away, after paying the wroah 
$2.50, which money the amah gave to 
the defendant. At 1 am, the de- 
fendant, who was a restless sleeper on 
account of his addiction to opinm- 
smoking, awoke and noticed that the 
door of the woman's bedroom was 
He entered her room and invited hi 
smoke opium, but she refused and told 
him that the man whom she had 
bronght to the honse had brought three 
bottles of medicine, which he told 
her to take. She refused to drink the 
medicine, bat the man forced 
the contents of one bottle down her 
throat by holding her nose. After 
his departure she found ont that a 
silver watch was missing from her 
room. Shortly after her conversation 
with the defendant the woman became 
anconscious and at 3.30 am. the 
defendant reported the matter at 
Louza Station and also reported the 
theft of the watch. The Police visited 
the defendant's house, and on entering 
the room where the woman lay, saw a 
man’s overcoat on a chair and three 
bottles ona table near the bed. One 
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‘of the bottles contained nitric and 
tmuristic acid, another contained some 
medicinal powder and the third was 
empty, but was afterwards found to 
have previously contained spirits of 
chloroform. The overcoat was said 
to have been left behind by the 
man who had visited the house. 
‘The woman was taken to Shan-| 
tung Rosd Hospital, but never re 
gained consciousness and died at 6 
a.m. on Monday, the 10th instant. The 
‘amah was present when the woman 
was removed to the Hospital, bat had 
since disappeared and no trace of her 
could be found. 

‘The defendant admitted the truth of 
the charge made against him and 
corroborated Detective-Sub-Lnspector 
FitzGibbons’ statement of the cireum- 
— which led to the woman's death. 

A neighbour gave evidence to the 
effect that the defendant and the 
deceased had always lived happily 
together since they became her 
neighbours and said she had never 
heard them quarrel. 

The Magistrate said that although 
the defendant could not be charged 
with having caused the woman's death, 
he must be convicted and punished on 
the charge brought against him, If it 
had not been for his disgraceful con-| 
duct in compelling his wife to lead the 
life she did to support him, the woman 
would have been alive to-day. 

The defendant was sentenced to nine 
months’ imprisonment,

A SHOP ASSISTANT’S MISTAKE, 

Miss Francis Laprieto appeared in 
answer to a Mixed Court summons to 
show cause why she had failed to return 
lace skirt purchased by -her at the 
store of Messrs. Kuhn & Co. and 
sold to her in error, the price having 
been mis-stated. 

Mr. N. C. Home represented the 
complainant and Mr. T. Morgan Phillipe 
appeared for the defence. 

‘The Assessor explained that the sum- 
mons issued by the Magistrate was s 
civil process, It was a question whether 
or not there hed boon a valid vale or not. 
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‘Mr. Home-said that the complainant 
was the rietor of the business of 
‘Messrs. Kuhn & Co., who carried on 
‘business in Nanking Road. On Sstur- 
day afternoon, the 8th instant, the de- 
fendant entered the complainant's shop 
during the tiffin hour, when there 
were only Japanese assistants in 
charge of the shop. She saw a lace 
skirt marked $350 in very plain figures. 
She had been to the shop on a previous 
occasion to inquire the price of the 
skirt and had been told that its price 
was $350. The Japanese assistant 
who showed ber the skirt on the 8th 
instant had very little knowledge of 
English, but the defendant examined 
the ticket and told him that the price 
thereon was $35. The assistant, trust- 
ing to her trathfulness and honesty, be-| Pr 
Tieved what she said and on pay- 
ment of $35 allowed her to take 
the skirt away. She did not wish 
assistant to remove the 
tobe from the article, but he did so 
for the purpose of handing same to his 
employer. The defendant took the 
skirt away and also another article 
which she had purchased there. The 
Japanese assistant did not know thea 
who the woman was and could not tell 
his master, bat subsequently he saw her 
in Nanking Rosd and after following 
her home, discovered who she was. 
Later the complainant saw the defen- 
dant, who at first denied that she had 
been in the sbop that day, bat after- 
wards admitted having purchased the:

Tho assis 
tants were instracted to retain tho 
tickets of articles sold to enable witness 
to make the necessary entries in the 
stock book against the articles sold. 
On the 8th instant witness was absent 
from the store during the tiffin hour 
and on his retarn the sssistant 
brought him $48 and two tickets—one 
marked $350 snd another marked 
$13. The $13 ticket referred to an- 
other Ince article purchased by the 
defendant. The assistant told witness 
what bad occurred, and witness repri- 
wanded him. The assistant said he 
thought he could find the lady, and the 
next day he saw her in a carriage with 
‘gentleman. He found out who she 
‘was and on Sunday night witness went 
to see her, She first told witness that 
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she had not been in the store on the 
8th instant, but when witness told her 
that the shop assistant recognized her, 
she admitted having purchased the skirt. 
Witness talked to her in a friendly way 
‘and told her he could not afford to lose 
so much money. She was very obsti- 
nate, however, and he left her.

THE 
KING’S SPEECH. 


February 21. 


‘Tae King’s Speech deliveredat tho 
reopening of Parliament on January 
29, of which the fall text has now 
reached us, cannot be suid to lack 
comprehensiveness. In two parti- 
cnlars, it is trae, the Speech is 
noticeably silent. ‘There “is no 
farther reference this year to that 
friction between the Lords and the 
Commons which was a striking 
feature of the last Speech, Out- 
side the House, Ministers eon inue 
to breathe forth threateni ond 
slaughter against the Peers; but 
it is difficult to see how their words 
are to be substantiated, unless 
Government decides to yo to the 
country on the issue, and this step 
at present Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman clearly has no intention 
of taking, In the second place we 
notice that Ireland is dismissed 
with proposals toimprove andextend 
its University education, and to 
amend the Land Purchase Act of 
1903 “especially with reference 
to the compulsory acyuisition of 
untenanted land.” It is regrettable 
that Englishmen have never been 
able to persuade themselves to give 
that close attention to the Iri 
question which is essential, if 
to bo thoroughly under-iood. The 
scantiness uf the Speech, therefore. 
on this subject might have passed 
unobserved were it not for the 
present deplorable condition of 
Ireland, which has fallen within 
two years from a state of compara- 
tive peacefulness into something 
that borders closely upon anarchy. 
The game that the Nationalists are 
playing is quite clear: if they 
cannot persuade Government to 
give them what they want by fuir 
means, they are quite ready to try 
foul, secure in the conviction that 
their excesses will be as fur as 
possil overlooked. Meanwhile 
there is a growing apprehension 
among Unionists that the Govern- 
ment is keeping some measure of 
Home Rule up its sleeve; and 
auch nervousness is not allayed by 
Government's steady refusal to 


























adopt any special measures for the 
restoration of order, in spite of the 
Chief Secretary’s admission, made 
on the introduction of the Irish 
estimates, that there was an increase 
of expenditure for criminal prosecu- 
tions. That the Government is 
between two fires is probably the 
true explanation of its reticence. 
It does not wish to break with the 
Nationalists altogether and renounce 
its pledges, assumed or otherwise ; 
and it dares not appear before the 
country ‘as a Home Rule Cabinet 
out and out. At the same time it 
may be questioned whether the 
Government does not stanil to lose 
more than it gains by temporiza- 
tion,—supposing it to have any 
real inclination. to Home Rale. 
For the number of its sapporters 
who might be offended by that 
policy, openly declared, are pro- 
bably not in excess of those who are 
greatly wearied by its partiality for 
tactics of delay. 

But in other respects the Speech 
is rather over than under-loaded 
with information apd forecast, 
covering as it does a large field in 
foreign politics, the Colonies and

Much of 
the earlier part of the Speech has 
been dealt with in these columns as 
the events to which it refers have 
occurred. The Anglo-Russian Con- 
vention, the rapprochement with 
Germany consequent upon the 
German Emperor's visit,—these are 
undoubted feathers in the Govern- 
ment’s cap; and if the Convention 
has been attacked by Lord Curzon, 
it has been defended by Lord Lans- 
downe, and the balance of opinion 
appears to be in its favour. Next 
in order come the Treaty with 
France, Germany and Russia “for 
reserving the integrity of the 

ingdom of Norway” ; an anxious

to help themselves, and from the 
inefficiency (to usono harsher word) 
of native overseers in dispensing 
relief, must result in terrible 
: mortality. During the debate on 
the Speech some extreme Radicals 
attacked the Secretary for India 
for neglecting to institute measures 
of self-government which would 
tend eventually to place India among 
the autonomous colonies. But the 
subject was dropped without con- 
clusion and the general feeling of 
the House was all in favour of 
the policy which Mr. Morley has 
maintained. It is not easy to think 
calmly of men who can desire to 
complicate matters further at a 
time when the authorities in India 
are face to face with dire neces- 
sities imposing on them the most 
devoted and unremitting toil. 
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There is little to add to the sum- 
marized account, conveyed in our 
earlier telegrams, of the domestic 
legislation contemplated by the 
Speech ; and apart from considera~ 
tions of space, detailed criticism 
is impossible until the pro, 
measures are actually unfolded be- 
fore Parliament. Enough there is, 
and more than enough, to support 
the claim of Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman’s Cabinet, should it 
desire the honour, to be called a 
paternal Government. Unfortunate- 
ly in attempting to be fatherly to 
all it may be found to have been 
far-sighted for none; and in 
general, the Government appears 
totally to have failed to appreciate 
what are the two greatest questions 
at present before the country and 
the most pressing in all ‘men’s 
thonghts, namely, Socialism, and 
Tariff Reform. By a curious coin- 
cidence the positions of the Liberal 
and Unionist parties towards these 
two questions, as viewed by:a large 
and thoughtful section of each party, 
are exactly parallel, if not in many 
respects identical. The one side 
would eschew Socialism from its 
reforms, the other side Tariff Re- 
form from its propaganda ; and in 
thisemanner either side overlaps 
upon the political creed of the other. 
Against these expressed wishes, we 
find the leaders of both parties 
deliberately coquetting with the 
idols which are anathema to those 
who are certainly not the least in 
worthiness or numbers among their 
followers, In his speech at Bristol 
the Prime Minister laid it down 
that “you cannot afford to play 
with a little Protection any more 
than with a little contagious dis- 
ease.” Substituting the words “a 
little Socialism” for ‘a little 
Protection” the injunction might! 
be turned with deadly effect against 
himself. Even if we set aside 
altogether those portions of the 
Speech which can claim ancestry 
in the enactments of Conservative 
Governments, there is evidence 
enough in the words “in connexion 
with the financial arrangements of 
the year, proposals will be brought’ 
forward for making better pro- 
vision for old age” that the Prime 
Minister has only recognized an 
anxious preoccupatiou of his coun- 
trymen in order to flout it. We 
are aware that a large number of 
Conservatives and Conservative 
organs are in favour of Old Age 
Pensions: the complaint aguinst 
Government is not for the end that 
it seeks but for the means which 
it appears to contemplate. The 
Labour Party, whose influence is 
stamped indelibly npon the whole 
programme has declared its absolute 
decision to sccept no system of 

















pensions that entails any form 
of contribution by the recipients.

ther what is unacceptable or what:

fault of other means of revenue, at 
the cost of that Free Trade which 
the Ministry is sworn to defend. 
There remains to be noticed Mr. 
Lloyed George's promised Bill to 
establish an authority for the control 
of the Port of London. The need 
of such a Bill has been generally 
admitted, and we have only singled 
it out for the sake of the interesting 
analogy which it offers to the situa- 
tion of the Liberal Party in that, 
through a multitude of conflicting in- 
terests, the present development of 
the port is brought to a standstill. 
The best expertsare dividedas to how 
Mr. Lloyd George should deal with 
the confusion. But at least it may 
be agreed that his task is no more 
difficult than that of the Pri 
Minister, and that if a singl 
unassailable authority is needed in 
the Port of London, it is equally 
called for in the counsels of the 
nation.

THE QUEEN'S YACHSTMAN. 
Captain James Samuel Watts, 
Royal Navy, who died suddenly on 
January 23, at Digby House, Melton 
Mowbray, was for several years 
the Master of the Royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert during the 
reign of Queen Victoria. As 
master’s assistant in the Dee, paddler, 
four guns, during the time that vessel 
was employed in the suppression of the 
slave trade on the East Coast of Africa 
in 1849 he was present in her boats 
when, with the boats of the Castor, 36, 
an Arab stockade and armed slave 
dhow in the Angoxa river was attacked 
and destroyed after an engagement of 
several hours’ daration. He was also, 
while serving in the same ship, em- 
ployed in the operations of landing 
troops, horses, and war material for the 
Kaffir war of 1851-52, and received 
the medal for these services, As 
master’s assistant, and afterwards as 
second master, to which rank he was 
raised in March, 1854, he was employ- 
ed in the Antelope on the West 
Coast of Africa, and during 1853-56 
was present at several engage- 
ments with slavers. In December, 
1857, he was promoted to the rank of 
master, and while serving in that 
capacity in the Ringdove, screw steam- 
ship, four guns, daring the China War 
was present at the capture of the Taku 
forts on the Peiho in August, 1860, 
receiving the China medal with clasp 
for Taku. In the following year he 
received the thanks of the Admiralty 
and a present of nautical instruments 
for hydrographical work perforned 
in Japanese waters. His next ap- 
pointment was as master of the Bo 
bay, screw line of battleship, aud he 
wae serving in her when she was 
destroyed by fire off Montevideo on 
December 14, 1864, and was ment 
in dispatches for his gallantry on this 
occasion. It was in this ship that 
thirty-four out of the ninety-seven 
officers and men who lost their lives 
were Marines, every sentry dying at 
post. In June, 1870, he was 
promoted to the rank of Staff com- 
mander, and from 1877 to 1882 served 
this capacity in the Victoria and 
Albert, until he received his com- 
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mission as Staff captain. He retired 
from active service io 1888, but till 
continued to hold the post of Nautical 
Assessor to the Lords of the Judicial

DEATH OF THE 
AUSTRO- HUNGARIAN 
CONSUL-GENERAL, 


It is with deep regret that we have 
to announce the death at the General 
Hospital yesterday morning of -Herr 
E. von Hirsch, Consul-General for 
Anstria-Hungary. Herr von Hirech’s 
death has come as a great shock, to his 
numerous friends, for he was deservedly 
popular and held in general esteam. 
On Saturday lest he was entertain 
ing at the Consulate and appeared 
quite cheerful. He went out on Sun- 

y, and after his return did some 
work in the afternoon, and it. wag then 
that he complained of feeling unwell 
for the first time. He could not sleep 
that night, and on Monday morning 
‘the doctor was summoned. When he 
was ordered to remain in bed and rest, 
it was assumed that he waa suffering 
from an ordinary chill. At 6.p.m, on 
Monday Herr von Hirsch’s. condition 
‘ecame so serious that-his doctor order- 
ed him to be removed immediately to 
the General Hospital, where he was 
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operated upon for appendicitis the 
same evening. The operation was 
satisfactory, but complications _en- 


sued, and the patient expired at 9.30 
a.m. yesterday. 

Herr von Hirsch was born at 
Josefstedt, in Bohemia, on Septemne- 
30, 1862. He was educated at. the 
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Oriental Academy at ‘Vienna, a liberal 
for training those intended 
for the Diplomatic and Consular ser- 
vices, He finished his course there in 
1885, and began his career in the For- 
eign Office at Vienna the same 
year. The following yea

as Attaché. In 1889 he was attached 
to the Austro-Hungarian Legation 
at Tokio as Vice-Consul, and later in 
the year he temporarily took charge of 
the Consulate at Yokohama. His next 
intment was to Beyrout, in Syria, 
in 1892, and 1893 saw him attached 
to the Consulate-General at Warsaw. 
Thence he went to Alexandria. After 
‘a short stay at that place he went to 
Bombay as acting Consul, and in 1896 
he was promoted full Consul and offer- 
‘ed the post of Jerusalem, which, how- 
ever he did not accept. In 1898 
Herr von Hirsch went to Capetown 
as acting Consul, and little 
Inter he came out to ighai, 
where he received the appointment of 
Consul-General in 1902. Herr von 
Hirech was married during his stay 
at Capetown, and leaves a widow and 
two young children, to whom the 
sympathy of the whole foreign com- 
munity will be extended in their 
bereavement. The late Consul General 
held the decoration of Chevalier of the

THE BRITISH 
NAVY. 


From “ The Navy League Jonrnal.” 











The time has come for the Navy 
League to consider very seriously what 
action shall be taken in England when 
the new German Navy Bill bocomes 
law. That it will be passed by the 
Reichstag in its present form may now 
bo taken a8 practically certain, for the 
chief criticism in Germany of the n 
measure has beem on account of its 
inadequacy, not ov account of its 
enormous cost. is» strong 
party in Gennany which would like to 
see the Navy even more rapidly ex- 
panded, and s fet, provided with the 
‘xtremest speed, capable of challenging’ 
Britain's position. 

* ‘The German Navy is a most popalar 
force in Germany, and the German 
people are prepared to make any sacrifice 
to increase it. These are things which, 
with all our wishes to live on the best 
of terms with Germany, we in this 
country cannot overlook. Every Navy 
Leaguer has therefore to reflect on the 
daty which rests with him. If the 
British Fleet is correspondingly streng- 
thened and expanded, peace will be 
preserved. If it is not expanded, there 
will be a double temptation to war and 
2 double risk of war—first on Ger- 
many’s part, where there has always 
existed a strong Chauvinistic party, 
which bas so far been restrained by the 
knowledge that the German Fleet has 
been distinctly inferior in force to the 
British 5 secondly, on England’s part, 
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where as the forces of the two navies 
move, the German force up and the 
British force down, there may be risk 
of ending an intolerably dangerous 
situation by an appeal to arms before 
the British Navy has become too weak 
to fight. 

Thus we have reached a point where 
not only a large, but also a very large: 
naval programme for this country is 
ital in the interests of peace ; where 
every Englishman who is not against his 
own country must hope and pray that 
the British Admiralty and Government 
will deal firmly and wisely with the emer- 
gency that has arisen, and where hopes 
and prayers must be backed by action 
if the Government does not respond 
adc nately. The Navy League must. 
figi.t for a strong British Navy as 
never before in all its history. It is 
the true Peace Society, and it must, 
coufront this crisis in a manner worthy 
of its lofty aims. 

THE ORRMAN PROPOSALS. 

And first to restate the facts as to 
the new German programme, tor though 
statistics are arid things, they are 
necessary as the foundation of uetion in 
this country. The following are the 
German programmes for the next few

In 1910, however, yet another Navy 
Bill may or will troduced by the. 
German Government, further expanding. 
the navy and increasing the programme. 
Such « measure has been foreshadowed 
by Adwiral von Tirpitz’s statements 
in the Reichstag and by semi-official 
announcements which have appeared in 
the German Press. The really import- 
ant facts which have to be considered 
‘are the programmes for the next three 
years, which have risen to four large 
‘armoured ships annually, all to be of 
about 20,000 tons, and the immense 
increase in the expenditure, which 
between 1907 and 1911 will advance 
by about £10,000,000. 

Over and above this outlay the sum 
of £10,000,000 will be expended on 
the widening of the Kiel Canal, and 

















will be provided. for by special votes 
outside the estimates. At the same 
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time, while Germany is building Dread- 
noughts fast, she is making provision 
for their accommodation in her ports on 
‘a scale which England has not attempt- 
ed to approach. Eight docks capable 
of containing a German Dreadnought 
are either completed, building or pro- 
jected on the North Sea, 


RAPID GERMAN CONSTRUCTION. 


The new German ships are clearly to 
be much more rapidly built than in the 
past. This can be seen from the la 
votes for the vessels to be Inid down in 
1908, which, indeed, seem to fore- 
shadow the completion of the units then 
laid down in two years, or even leus, 
thas justifying Admiral yon Tirpitz’s 
statewent in the Reichstag that Ger- 
many builds as fast as England. We 
give the votes for the new ships in 1907 
‘and 1908 by way of a contrast :

It is a suggestive fact that the first 
vote for the British Dreadnought, which 
was completed in twelve wonths, was 
only £429,000, or less than that for 
each of the new German battleships in 
1908. It is also a suggestive fact that 
the first votes for the three British 
battleships which were to be laid down 
this year, but not one of whieh bad 
heen ‘actually begun at the date of 
writing, totalled between the three just 
£500,000, or only £170,000 apiece. 
of these facts we have to choose 
between two alternatives—either the 
new German ships are going to be of un- 
precedented size, which is not probable, 
or they are going to be built with un- 
precedented rapidity. 

NOT A PAPER PROGRAMME, 

Some surprise and dis intment 
will have bee felt ut the "beads as 
‘sumed by British service journals, which 
are known to be in close connexion with 
the Admiralty, towards the new German 
Bill. They have taken up the position 
that the German proposals are only 
“paper” ones, that the new battleshi 
are mere fictions, that Berlin 
to indulge in extravagant promi 
ships she never manages to build,” and 
they have contended that there is no 
need for the Adniiralty to reply to the 
unprecedented efforts which Germany is 
making. 

uch an attitude to us appears neither 
i iotic ; it overlooks the 
the money will be 
voted for the ships in question, and 
that, even if it be not spent the 
term xed, it remains at the service of 
the German authorities for the purpose 
of accelerating construction in future 
‘years, and is not, as in England, used 
for paying off the national debt. It 
overlooks the fact that every single 
German vessel in the programmes of 
1900-1905 was Isid down at the ap- 
pointed date, and that the delays of 
1906 were due entirely to the redesign- 
ing of the ships of that year, in order 
{$ produce much more powertal unity. 
we bie the largeness of the votes 
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for the new German ships to be begun 
next year, It minimises the immense| 
increase in the German expenditure. 
And when it asserts that Germany, 
because she has adopted the big single 
calibre battleship, will have to spend 
largely on her naval ports, it forgets 
that England mast do the same. 

THE PROBLEM OF DOCKS. 

With the exception of one private 
dock at Newcastle, there is not one 
single British dock on the North Sea 
accessible to the new types of big ships, 
and the provision of one dock at Rosyth 
will not go'far to remedy our weak- 
nesses in this direction. At the best, 
in the distant future, the British Navy 
will have but two docks for Dread- 
noughta in the North Sea, when the 
German Navy will have eight. A large 
vote tor dock accommodation is as vital 
as a large vore for new battleships. 
England bas here to make up much 
leeway and to undo the consequences of 
four years’ neglect of Rosyth, four 
years of accumulation of liabilities and 
responsibilities. 

‘MR, STEAD'S COUNSEL. 

In the December number of the 
“ Review of Reviews” Mr. Stead hes! 
written : 

“There is uo question as to what

as fast. We must pr to face esti- 
mates of £40,000,000, with over and 
above large estimates for building two 
British docks to each German one.

From it the Navy 
Ucague must not be beaten back by 
quibbles, nor talk of “dictating to ex- 
perts,”” for the experts are agreed that 
the command of the sea depends first 
and foremost on large armoured ships 

destroyers. In calling for it the 
Navy League will only be supporting 
the experts if these do thoir duty ; it 
will only be discharging the grave 
responsibility to the nation which rests 
with those who have studied naval 
affairs, .Nothing less will do, and in 
view of the rapidity with which the new 
German vessels are to be built, we must 

















public opinion. IC it fails, that means 
the end of the British Empire as we have 
known it; if it succeeds with its small 
resources, in the face of the frowns of 
authority, it will have the consciousness 
that it bas rendered yet another ser- 
vice to the nation, comparable with 
that which it achieved when, in 1898, it 
demanded and secured « special British 
programme in reply to the Russian 
extraordinary programme of that year.

The hearing of the charges against 
Ivor Thomas was restin 

‘The Crown Advocate, assisted by 
Mr. McKean, prosecuted ; the defence 
was conducted by Mr. T. Morgan 
Phillips and Mr. R. A. Frost. 

Detective-Inspector McDowell stated 
that be had known accosed for six or 
seven years. He heard of the transfer 
‘of the Watch Club from Black to 
Thomas, early in November. A day 
or two later he met accused in Nanking 
Road and asked him abont it. Witness, 
told him he thought the business was 
a swindle and that it would be better 
for him to have nothing to «do with it. 
Thomas replied that it was a sound

profitable one. Witness got off his 
bicycle when he met Thomas on purpose 
to speak to him abont it. Witness 


believed what he said and meant it 
seriously. 

Gross-examined- -Witness had known, 
accused intimately and had seen him 
frequently during the past six or seven 
years. He had been in regular and 
respectable employment until he joined 
the Watch Club, and he bore a good 
character in Shanghai. Witness had 
not investigated the financial position 
of the Watch Club. He did not know 
whether accused had. Witness had 
never set up as s financial expert. He 
had « few Docks abont three years ago. 
He advised accused against the Watch 
Club because it was a lottery. 

Re-examined—Witness had seen in 
the papers that the Shanghai Watch 
Club was barred in Manila. Many verbal 
complaints, too, had been made.  Wit- 
ness identified a newspaper cutting with 
reggrd to the Watch Club in Manila, 
(His Lordship read the cutting.) 

G.H. Thomson, sworn, stated that 
he was a chartered accountant. Under 
instructions from the Crown Advocate 
he had investigated the Watch Club's 
accounts. Witness understood the 
system of book-keeping by card. 
Witness described the books he found 
on the premises, 44 Szechuen Road, 
and then went through the cheque 
book he had found there. The pay- 
ment of $50 to Mr. Silva-Netto in 
January 18 closed the Club's account 
with the Tongkong and Shanghai 
Bank. Witness then went into the 
payments into the bank. There were 
no assets in the bank, and he 
had not discovered any other bank 
account. Besides the amounts debited 
to Black witness found no amounts 
outstanding in the books. The only 
cash he found in the premises was 
$2, attached to s letter. The only 
proper books witness found were the 
‘compradores’ records and the bank 
books. He found no records of the 
agencies at Tientsin and Hankow ; he 
‘understood these agencies had beon sold. 
He did not find any book containing 
the capital account. The trial balsince 
sheet he had found was an ordinary one. 
So far as he could see the assets of the 
Club consisted of the monies owing by 
Mr. Black, the furniture, ‘and the 
balauce in the binds of the compradores, 











if correct. There appeared to be 
eighty-one clubs, but the drawer marked 
seventy-cight contained no cards. The 
drawers did uot each contain forty 
members; none of the clubs had forty 
members. (Witness handed in a de- 
tailed statement of the membership of 
the clubs). The average number of 
members to each club was twenty- 
three. None of the Class 
clubs were fall; their average mem- 
bership was about twenty-seven. (Wit- 

ined to the Court how the 
membership cards were filled in with the 
members’ names and payments.) He 





did not find any loose cnrrent cards 
lying abont in the office. Witness 
found no trace of the Club nambe: 
having been changed in such a way 
to suggest that the clubs .were being 









compréssed. If-forty pips were’ pat 
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into the leather bottle each week and the 
cards represented the true position of 
the Club, there were many chances in 
favour of the Club, as the numbers did 
not all represent members. Some of 
the cards were marked “ Watch De- 
livered.” He had found cards with 
names, but no entries of payments on 
the back. He had been through the 
lists of winning numbers. On January 
11 the winning number in Club 81 
was 38. There was a card numbered 
38 in that club's drawer. On the back 
of the card there were payments on 
January 18 and 25, and the name 
was U. E. Layard, Cornabé, Eckford 
& Co., Chefoo. In some cases he had 
not found cards corresponding with 
the winning numbers, in the drawers. 
‘Witness had not found the numbers: 
missing from the drawers, anywhere. 
Some of the cards showed payments in 
advance. Others were marked “ can- 
celled " watch was delivered against 
this receipt” with a rabber stamp. 
From some of these, as there were no 
entries of payments on the back, it 
appeared as if watches had been given 
away for nothing. There were yet 
other cards with no payments marked, 
and not marked “ cancelled " or “watch 
delivered ” but bearing a Chinese name 
only. Some were merely marked 
“member.” Witness had wade an 
analysis of » Club running for forty 
weeks. From this table it appeared 
that if there were forty members in the 
Club, and the vacancies were filled 
each week, at the end of the fortieth 
cweek $1,600 would have been received. 
$Berty watches at $26 would have been 
given out—an expenditare of $1,040. 
sIf the Clab then suddenly stopped, 
‘after the forty original members bad 
drawn watches—the most favourable 
thing that could happen—tho lis 
ities to the remaining members would 
samount to $780. This was without 
taking into consideration any membere 
who, having paid $40, would be entitled 
to watches. 

There would thas be s loss of $220, 
worked out on this favourable basis 
It was probable, however, th: 
time the Club would be giving out two 
. watches a week instead of one. 

His Lordship said that these figures’ 
were obvious, if based upon the sup- 
sposition that at the end of forty weeks 
ithe (‘lub came to an end. 

Witness said that Mr. Black was mis- 
‘taken when he said that there was again 
‘of $14, on each drawing, to the Club. 
There had obviously been drawings 
wben the clubs had not been complete. 
Tf the membership of the Club was 
nnder twenty-six, and only that number 
of pips were put into the bottle weekly, 
the loss to the Club wonld be « very 
heavy one, 

Cross-examined—W itness'sexamina- 
tion of the books was only for the 
period from November 12 to the wind- 
ing up of the Clab. Presumiog the 
amounts received were correct, the 
‘monies expended bed been spent legi- 
timately on behalf of the Clab. Con- 
siderable sums—amounting in all to 
$6,198—had been spent “‘on account 
Black.” Witness had heard that Black 
had handed over s stock of watches in 



































the hands of agents, in consideration of 
the debt to Hope Bros. Witness had not 
discovered any trace of these watches in 
the books. He had been told that sums 
were outstanding in the outports, in- 
cluding $2,900 for the sale of the 
Tientsin business and $2,500 from 
Hankow for the sale of the business 
there. He could find no trace of any 
monies being handed over to the 
management at the time of the 
transfer. The payment of $9,000 by 
the Watch Club on behalf of Black 
must ‘have seriously hampered the 
business and brought it to a close sooner: 
than would otherwise have happened. 
Witness had met accused before this 
case. During Black's time proper 
books were kept ; since then no proper 
books had been Kept. 

Ke-examined—There was no means 
of telling whether the receipts during 
Thomas’ management, had been correct- 
ly entered. Mr. Frost told witness 
about the debts at Tientsin and Hankow. 
He found no books of the Gillette 
Company. Black kept a ledger and a 
journal in his time. 

By a Juror—When Thomas took over 
the concern it was difficult to state 
whether the concern was solvent or 
not. The new company paid a large 
sam and took over the ranning clabs, 
without receiving any benefit from the 
past business. Witness considered tl 
Club to be transferred on # very uo- 
sonnd basis. 

T. C. Gillespie said that he took a 
chance in the Watch Club about May 
last. and continued” payment unti 
September, when he transferred 
ticket toa friend. It drew a winning 
namber on November 21 and witness 
went to see accused on the 25th and 
told him about the transfer. Thomas 
was quite agreeable and said that he 
would give the watch to any one who 
produced the notice he had sent, at 
wny time. Witness's friend had an- 
other ticket and wanted goods to the 
value of $80, so he went on making 
payments until January 18 on his 
friend's behalf. About that time, on 
the day of the drawing, witness called 
in to see Thomas. Black also was present. 
Witness had & conversation with them. 
He asked Thomas whether the notice 
was still good and Thomas assured him 
that it was payable as soon as presented. 
‘The place was closed after that. 

Oross-examined—Witness never ask- 
ed for the watch ; he only asked if his 
interest were transferable. 

Kaw Tse-sen stated that he began to 
take chances in the Watch Club in 
November. He made forty payments 
‘and then, in December, applied for a 
watch. He was told to wait a few days. 
He applied again and was told that the 
Club was moving to Szechuen Road, 
and every one was so busy that he was 
again asked to wait. The third time, he 
called at Szechuen Road and waited from 
1 pam. to § p.m. Then he could wait no 
longer. 

Cross-examined—Witness applied 
for his watch to the compradore with the 




















disfigured nose, It was January 6 or 7 
when witness called for the third time. 
There was a crowd of Chinese and. 
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{the evidence he gave in the 





foreigners, waiting for watches. He di 
‘not know when the Club moved. 

Re-examined—Tne premises were 
open when witness went round for the 
third time, The last time he went was 
‘on Saturday, three days later, 

By Mr. Phillips—When witness was 
there the third time other people were 
receiving their watches. 

15 his Lordship—One or two people 
received watches, Witness waited most 
of the time in the compradore’s office. 
‘Lots of people were waiting there, but he 
did not see the compradore hand over 
‘any watches. Some watches were hand- 
ed to Portuguese and Japanese by a 
foreigner there. 

The Court then adjourned for tiffin. 

After the adjournment the evidence 
for the prosecution was continued. 

Leopold Straedmans, accouctant in 
the Sino-Belgian Bank, stated that on 
January 17 Mr. and’ Mrs. Thomas 
called at the bank and opened an ac- 
‘count in the name of Mrs. Thomas aad 
deposited Tls. 3,300 in bank notes. 
No farther sum had been paid in to 
the credit of that account. Oa January 
20 Mrs. Thomas drew a cheque for 
Tis, 3,000, and later a cheque for Tis. 
25. On January 21 the balance of 
‘Tis. 275 was drawn out. Neither Mr. 
nor Mrs. Thomas had an account with 
the bank before. 

By the jury—The money was paid 
in in tacls notes. It was also paid out in 
tael notes. 

Heary William Lowrie, who was a 
member of the Watch Club, ted 
“lice 
Court. Witness made thirty-one 
payments up to January 18. He then 
took $9 to the office and the thirty-one 
tickets and asked for a watch, but he 
was told that there was no one to 
receive the money. Witness had not 
received a watch, nor goods to the 
valne of $40. 

Zie Chang-ping, a clerk employed 
by the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China, stated that he 
became a member of Ulab No. 26 and 
he joined twenty-two other clnbs on 
behalf of his friends. ess made 
his last payment in connexion with 
particular clnb on January 17 and 























then became entitled to « silver watch, 
having made twenty-four weekly pay- 
ments into that clab, He presented 
his twenty-four receipts on Munday, 
January 20, but found the premises 
closed up. The sixty-cent Watch Clab 
was started by Chinese, bat it was 
taken over by the Shanghai Watch 
Club. The Chinese Silver Merchants’ 
Watch Club was sold to Mr. Black in 
November. When thoy transferred 
the Clab Mr. Black promised to give 
‘them one-tenth of the profite of the 
Shanghei Watch Club. The only 
money witness received was $350, 
mhich was paid for watches sold by the 
‘Chinese Watch Club to the Shanghai 
Watch Club. Witness did not get 
one-tenth of the profits of the Shang- 
hai Watch Clab. The agreement to 
receive » share in the profits was can- 
celled by witness on November 23 and 
he was glad to get out of it without 
‘payment being-made to hit. 
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Cross-examined—Witness was not 
director of the Watch Club. His 
tame might be on the agreement, bat 
that agreement was cancelled. 

‘A Japanese witness gave evidence 
of being unable to get = watch from 
the Club. He called about nine times 


to try and get it. He had never seen 
prisoner there, 
Mr. G. H: Thomas, chartered 


accountant, recalled, said that the old 
compradore, according to the books 
foand in the Watch Club, owed the 
Clab $692 and the new compradore 
owed $1,449 less $75. 

The Crown Advocate was given 
permission to call the compradore. 

C. 8. Chang was then cantioned. 

‘The Crown Advocate—You 
Boglish. 

Witness (in good English)—Chio- 
qe, I cannot speak English very 
well (Laughter.) 

‘Witness said that he became compra- 
dore in February 1907 and was compra- 
dore until January, 1908. He owed the 
Watch Club $600 odd, but he had » 
bill against the Clab which made the 
secount square. The Club owed him 
money for wages, advertisements, news- 

rs and commission to the extent 
of $800 or $900. Witness left on 
January 10 when Mr. Thomas said a 
vew compradore was coming. Witness 
ssked for his salary, ete., but did not 
set it, 

Cross-examined— Witness did not 
know that Mr. Black was to be paid 
$10,000 by Mr. Dooley for the Shang- 
hai Watch Clab. Mr. Black owed 
witness and another man $3,000.

Suggested Boycott of British Trade— 
A letter from the Consular Body is 
read, containing a communication from 
the ‘Taotai in regard to the recent 
arrest of Yin Keh-chong in connexion 
with his responsibility for the issue of a 
circular advocating the boycott of the 
bank-notes of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, The Captain-Super- 
intendent of Police in reporting on tl 
case writes : 

“The action taken was guided solely 
by what I considered to be the extre- 
mely serious nature of the offence of 
which Yin Keh-chong, a Chinese 
official, was charged and had committed. 

“In view of the history of the riot of 
1905, and the part played in it by the 
dissemination of inflammatory and sedi- 
tious literature, I considered that I 
should have failed in my duty bad I 
not taken immediate steps to suppress 
such literature as well as to arrest the 
author. 

“The natural, and, in the light of 

i . obvious effect of the 
‘unrest in the Settle- 
ment, stir up anti-foreign feeling, and, 
so far as the author had any influence, 
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to reproduce the situation of 1905, and 
that which was brought about at the 
time of the American boycott.” 

‘The above view is fully endorsed by 
the Watch Committee, and that its. 
‘accuracy was gauged by the Taotai is 
clear from the terms of his proclamation 
‘on the subject posted on January 14, 
wherein he describes the issue of the 
leaflet as wanton disturbance of public 
trade, and calculated to bring about 
very grave harmn,

I have to call your attention to the 
fact that when arrests arg effected in 
the Settlement, a warrant should be 
made out by the Mixed Court and sent 
to the Senior Consul for signatare, 
whereafter, when it has been handed 
back, the Police may then make the 
arrest, Such has been the standing 
procedure. Recently, however, the 
Police arrested @ respectable merchant 
with official rank,named Yin Keh-chong, 
‘and although he printed and issued « 
circular as to the boycott of Hongkong 
Bank notes, and therein committed an 
‘act subversive of independent commer- 
inl intercourse and good relations, his 
action shonld nevertheless, in accordance 
with Article 14 of the Sino-French 
Treaty have formed the subject of a 
communication between the Senior 
Consul and Chinese Authorities in 





no provision as to punishment. 

The Police, however, without having 
petitioned for negotiation by the Consuls 
with the Chinese Authorities in order 





to obtain their consent, arrested 
merchant with official rank, and impri- 
soned him as an ordinary convict in the 
Hongkew Police Station. This action 
was a grave contravention of and diver- 
gence from rules, and was moreover of 
prejudice to the peace and good order 
of the Settlement. I must, therefore, 
inquire from whom the Police in fact 
received the power to arrest Yin, and 
must ask you to punish, in accordance 
with the law, the person concerned in 
this unsatisfactory affair, as a warning 
for the fature and in evidence of 








justice. I therefore address this letter 
to yon and request you to take the 
matter into consideration and give me 
a reply, and I trast that you will 
proceed accordingly.

(the land for which we have offered to 
surrender from the west side of the 
land at present forming the pile of the 
Japanese Consulate) be made of a width 
not exceeding 22 feet. This is the 
width of ‘Tiendong Road to north of 
Whangpoo Road and will, we presume, 
be sufficient for the special purpoee of 
access to the public jetty, as naturally 
the Woochang Road will, as heretofore, 
take the general traffic to and from the 
North Yangtsze Road.

Sin,—I am directed to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of January 
15, addressed io the Municipal Eng- 
ineer, on the subject of the proposed 
prolongation of the Tiendong and 
North Yangtsze Roads and the removal 
of the Woochang Road public landing 
stage from its present position west- 
ward to the end of the Tiendong Road 
extension, 
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In reply thereto I am directed to 
state that since this suggestion was first 
made in July of 1906 the River Con- 
servancy normal line and works in 
progress have rendered all questions 
‘affecting public landing mat- 
ters for special consideration. 

Careful inspection of the foreshore in 
‘the neighbourhood in question has 
disclosed the fact that it will be practi- 
cally impossible to maintain a service- 
able pontoon opposite the Tiendong 
Road, since all local expert evidence is 
to the effect that continuous dredging 
work would be necessary to ensure the 
depth of water required for the purpose 
If this found to be the case the 
pontoon in the proposed new position 
will be constantly ont of use daring 
dredging operations, and the serious 
‘inconvenience to the public which would 
result requires no farther demonstration. 

With this in view the Council is of 
opinion that no formal or conclusive 
negotiations with the Japanese Govern- 
ment as to the purchase of Cadastral 
lot 1005 should be undertaken.
